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Poplar Park Plan Proposed 


The Bensenville Park District plans to 


insure the safety of children living west 
of Rtc. 83 by providing park facilities in 
that area. Presently, the children must 
cross Rte. 83 to enjoy the park district's 
recreation areas. 


Preliminary plans for Poplar Park, lo- 


cated at the western boundary of the 
park district, were announced Wednes- 
day night by Park Director Allan Ran- 
dall. 


The proposed park, which faces Poplar 


Street, is located on about an acre of 
land, according to Randall. 


"The park board has long recognized 


the priority need of this area with the 
development of Rte. 83." said Donald 


Carroll, park commissioner. 
Residents 


living west of Rte. 83 must cross the 
highway to use available park facilities. 
The proposed park, although mainly de- 
signed for younger children, will bring 
some of the park facilities closer to the 
people in the west section of the par'; 
district. 


"WE WANT TO GET the children to a 


play area without having them cross a 
main arterial," Randall said. Other facil- 
ities, such as the pool, are community 
facilities and therefore draw participants 
from the whole district and not one spe- 
cific area. 


Preliminary plans for Poplar Park in- 


clude a tot area, a playground complex 


for older children, a shelter, wet weather 
area (basketball court) and a spray pool. 


Basic equipment that might be includ- 


ed in the tot area would be horse swings, 
animal 
''kiddie" 
slides 
and 
horses 


mounted on springs. 


The play area for older youngsters 


could include such equipment as a swing 
set, larger slides, a climbing device and 
a whirl. 


Randall said wading pools were no 


longer practical since they presented a 
sanitary hazard. Instead the Poplar 
Park site might include a spray pool or 
"giant shower." Water from the spray 
pool would sprinkle and then immediate- 
ly drain. 


THE SHELTER "may or may not con- 


tain rest rooms," Randall said. "Our 
thinking now is to have a clear span to 
provide a shaded area.1' 


The wet weather area and sidewalks 


would be surfaced with a sand mix fin- 
ish. "This would be colored to blend aes- 
thetically with the rest of the area," 
Randall said. A shuffle board course and 
horseshoe area could be provided for 
adult recreation. 


The whole playground is designed with 


the "tots" in mind, but there should be 
abundant facilities for the older children 
too. "Actually it is a hybrid," Randall 
said. "Normally we like a bigger site for 
a community playground." 


"OUR GOAL IS to have this park site 


become a manned site for the whole 
summer." Commissioner Robert Nicols 
said. The park is planning to have five 
permanent sites for the summer play- 
ground program. "We are planning to 
have a mobile unit come to the Poplar 
site a couple of mornings a week this 
summer. The kids should be able to do 
most of the things that are being done on 
the permanent summer sites," Nicols 
said. 


"We won't finish this park this sum- 


mer," Randall said. "Our next step is to 
solve some of the engineering problems 
like surface water drainage." 


ANOTHER PROBLEM the park dis-

trict may have to face in preparing this 
site is negotiating with Wood Dale for 
sidewalks and drainage. The street in 
front of Poplar park may be in the vil- 
lage of Wood Dale, according to Randall. 


This summer the park district plans to 


supplement existing playground equip- 
ment at Woodcrest and the temporary 
Bensenville Home site. On May 27 the 
board will reveal preliminary plans for 
the Brentwood Park site. 


Plans for Deer Park, located on 60 


acres of land adjacent to Blackhawk Jv 
nior High School, are still being dis- 
cussed, but the park board hopes to be- 
gin work on the drainage system some- 
time this summer. 


St. Alexis

The bill the committee killed was the 


Senate version of a parochial bill the 
House passed Tuesday. The legislation 
had the backing of Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie. 


THE SENATE BILL was sponsored by 


Sen. Robert Cherry, D-Chieago. 


The bill would have appropriated S29 


million for the purchase of "secular ser- 
vices" by the superintendent of public in- 
s t r u c t i o n from approved non-public 
schools. 


The expenditure of the funds could not 


have exceeded $60 per elementary school 
pupil and $90 per high school student. 


Driscoll Moves Toward Accreditation 


Driscoll Catholic High School has re- 


ceived a "very favorable" report from a 
team of educators who made a detailed 
study of the school's programs and facil- 
ities during their February visit. 


The result of the visitation is the first 


step toward accreditation for the four 
year old high school. Driscoll officials ex- 
pect a letter in August or September 
with a certificate of accrcdition from the 
office of the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. 


The school in Addison. which has an 


enrollment of 552 students and serves 
several communities, received the report 
earlier this week from Robert Grant, as- 
sistant superintendent of public instruc- 
tion and director of recognition and su- 
pervision, telling the school of the favor- 
able report submitted by the team of 
four educators. 


After reviewing the comments of the 


team. Charles Clark, director of student 


services at the school, said, "We are 
very impressed with the results, which 
were favorable. We are enthusiastic with 
the decisions made by the specialists." 


THE REPORT DEALT with some of 


the educational gains made by the young 
school and made certain recommenda- 
tions to alleviate some of its problems. 


The educators said that "continuous ef- 


forts are being made to improve the 
educational program and instruction to 
provide very fine educational facilities." 


Of the educational program, instruc- 


tion and equipment the report stated, 
"Good planning and cooperation by the 
administration and faculty is being re- 
flected by the curriculum offerings of the 
school. The curriculum being offered is 
primarily college preparatory oriented. 


"A flexible modular 
scheduling 
is 


being effected in the school. While such a 
program of scheduling has many advan- 
tages, certainly there remains a definite 


need for a certain amount of structure 
and guidance to assure that the students' 
independent study time is used to the 
best advantage." 


The report went on to say that an addi- 


tional guidance counselor 
should be 


added to the staff, that library facilities 
need further expansion, that the physical 
education program should be improved 
and that the fine arts area of art and 
music should be expanded. 


OF THESE, according to Clark, Dris- 


coll officials had determined before the 
visitation to improve all the above defi- 
ciencies and in fact had already begun to 
work on some of them. 


"We have already brought some of 


these things up to date," said Clark. "On 
April 15, a new counselor began work at 
the school, which is what was recom- 
mended in the report. 


"The library is being expanded al- 


ready and more librarians will be added 


to the staff. The physical education pro- 
gram is also being revised for next 
year." 


The physical facilities and site of this 


school are excellent, according to the re- 
port: "This is a modern air-conditioned 
building of a very functional design." 


WE THINK we're making good strides 


and offer the students a fine educational 
opportunity," said Clark. "There's a lot 
of opportunity to learn here. The report 
was most encouraging to us because we 
already were conscious of some of the 
things they pointed out." 


Clark said accreditation means a lot to 


a school. He said that if private schools 
ever become eligible for state aid the 
certificate would come in handy. Also, 
the school is able to participate in educa- 
tional programs. 


College-bound students, he said, would 


benefit from 
going to an 
accredited 


school when the university checks into 
their educational bacKground.

Salt Creek Plans Readied 


Final plans for the 40,000 arce Salt 


(>eek Watershed program in Cook Coun- 
ty will be completed in August and sub- 
mitted to Congress at its next session. 
Northwest suburban officials were told 
yesterday. 


The suburban representatives met with 


officials of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the U. S. Agriculture Department at a 
luncheon meeting to discuss progress on 
the project. 


Richard L. Dursterhaus. of the con- 


servation service, said the Cook County 
part of the project should be completed 
by 1976 if Congressional approval is ob- 
tained 


Another meeting is scheduled with Du- 


Page County officials next week to dis- 
cuss progress on thi-ir part of the project 
which includes 32.9M) acres in that coun- 
ty. 


The $28 8 million project is designed to 


alleviate flooding conditions in the Salt 
Creek watershed and maintain soil con- 
servation through a system of reservoirs 
and water channels.

planned for areas at Illinois and Quentin 
Road in Palatine, west of the Reseda 
West subdivision in Palatine, south of 
Winston Park in Palatine.

Local oficials also heard an appeal 


from Lee Bridgman of the conservation 
service to enact legislation to help pro- 
vide "the protection for the watershed 
that we need " 


Specifically, he asked for municipal- 


ities to require subdivision builders to 
build debris basins or flood channels dur- 
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ing construction which would help con- 
trol soil erosion during subdivision con- 
struction. 


Bridgman presented figures which he 


said showed that the watershed area has 
changed from open land to urban uses in 
an 18-month period beginning in August, 
1968. 


THE EROSION problem, he said, 


would continue to get worse as more and 
more land is developed. 


Palatine Village Pres. John L. Hoodie 


said that Bridgman's ideas were good, 
but he (Moodie) doubted if the munici- 
palities "have the legal means of accom- 
plishing them." 


Most of the problems, Moodie charged, 


occurred in areas being developed in 
unincorporated parts of Cook County. 


The county, he said, grants building 


permits that for projects that contain 
double or triple the density villages 
would like to see and the village has no 
control over them. 


Conservation officials also said they 


planned to curtail much of the originally 
scheduled 27 miles of channeling work. 
This part of the flood control program, 
they said, could be handled by the reser- 
voirs. 


Although the speciifc channeling pro- 


gram has not been designed it will take 
place in areas south of Illinois Street in 
Palatine, in the southeast part of Rolling 
Meadows and in the eastern parts of 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg. 


Get New Camp

new summer camp facility as the result 
of action taken this month by the execu- 
tive board of the DuPage area Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 


The board approved the purchase of 


approximately 600 acres of land sur- 
rounding Emerick Lake in Marquette 
County, Wis. The land has been accumu- 
lated for 40 years by Barrel J. Schell- 
kopf, Oxford, Wis., banker, and his wife 
Dorothy. 


The land is largely in a primitive state 


and the 50-acre lake is 80 feet deep and 
sand-bottomed, making the location ex- 
cellent for scout camping, according to 
Lylc L. Feller, of Naperville, newly 
elected council president. 
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the northeast-southwest runway, but ac- 
cording to Elk Grove Village Atty. Ed- 
ward Hofert it has been abandoned.

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Hard Rules to Learn 


This is the second in a series on the 


Lutherbrook Children's Center in Addi- 
son. Wednesday's story described the 
center itself, its purpose and objectives. 


Today's article by staff writer Jim 


Fuller focuses on the children of Luther- 
brook, their emotional problems and the 
therapy they receive. 


JIM FULLER 


Bill is 10 years old. He is alone, very 


alone in a world he sees as full of hate 
and brutality. 


His dreams are not of baseball and fun 


but of fighting, screaming, pain and suf- 
fering. His world lacks a properly di- 
rected love. 


"I'm the bad guy. Everybody hates 


me!" he cries. 


His young, fragile life has been ex- 


ploited and misdirected. He is the deso- 
late product of a broken home. Terrify- 
ing guilt feelings tear at his insides. 


"My parents fought because of me," 


he cries. "My mother got a divorce be- 
cause of me." 


BILL CANNOT progress in school, 


though he is of average intelligence. The 
emotional strain, the tensions and frus- 
trations within the family have sapped 
the little strength he had. He can no 
longer muster the forces needed to oper- 
ate as a normal human being. 


After falling two to three years behind 


in school, Bill might become a typical 
referral to the Lutherbrook Childrens* 
Center in Addison. He would probably be 
placed there by the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Services, source 
for about SO per cent of the center's re- 
ferrals. 


The state assures the children's center 


of state funds, and assigns them the 
tough, infinitely complex job of rehabili- 
tation. In turn, the parents are charged 
by the state on a sliding scale, based on 
their ability to pay. 


Lutherbrook is a modern, 16-acrc, self- 


contained community, one of several ser- 
vices provided by the Lutheran Child 
Welfare Association of Illinois. Its first 
objective is to bring child and parent 
back together, no matter how entangled 
or nightmarish 
the initial 
experience 


may have been. 


MOST OF the 32 elementary school- 


age, emotionally disturbed children at 


'The Good Lord has set up 


family life as the center 


of society . . . we don't try 


to improve on that? 


Lutherbrook. like Bill, came from broken 
homes. 


"We work not only with the children, 


but hold therapy conferences with all the 
parents as well," said Robert Schlessel- 
man, director of the center. "Sometimes 
we're dealing with three different fami- 
lies for one child — the families of the 
divorced husband and wife, and the fos- 
ter family." 


The Lutherbrook staff believes the 


family to be the basic unit of society, and 
that a child without a family will remain 
maladjusted, even though most of the 
child's problems have grown out of ten- 
sions and frustrations within the family. 


Schlesselman believes the children's 


problems stem basically from poor par- 
enting, rejection, a multiplicity of parent 
figures and misdirected love. They grow 
up with unmet needs, anxieties, in- 
securities and distortions in their person- 
alities. 


THEY ARE fearful, frightened, angry 


children. Some have experienced their 
fourth stepfather, been brutally shoved 
from city to city, and see the world as a 
morbid, hostile, frightening place. 


' ' S o m e have been 
overindulged." 


Schlesselman said. "They have been giv- 
en all they want and then their parents 
can't control them. We have to be their 
ego and alter-ego. We have to be their 
control until they learn to do it them- 
selves. Everytime you give a child an 
excuse for behavior, you lose." 


The children of Lutherbrook must 


learn to be responsible for their actions, 
because this is reality and it must be 
faced. Getting up in the morning, getting 
to meals, getting dressed, learning to 
live with people, learning to understand 


other people — these are 
the 
ex- 


pectations. 


"If a boy slams his bike into a wall 


when he's angry, he is held responsible." 
Schlesselman said. "He must find anoth- 
er way of acting. Society won't accept 
this behavior." 


THERAPY AT Lutherbrook consists of 


getting the child to understand why he 
feels the way he does, why he hides his 
feelings. 


To achieve this. Lutherbrook provides 


its children with complete, modern facil- 
ities for living, education, social work, 
and recreation. 


Individual therapy is carried out by the 


social work staff. Casework conferences 
with each child are conducted at least 
once or twice a week. The child's parent 
or parents are provided groupwork treat- 
ment in an attempt to improve family 
relations and prepare for the child's re- 
turn home. 


THERE ALSO are child care workers 


to train children in basic daily tasks such 
as getting dressed and making beds, and 
school teachers to help the children suc- 
ceed. A psychiatrist is employed as a 
consultant, planning for the treatmeni of 
each child. 


The present average length of stay at 


Lutherbrook is about two years, with 60 
per cent of the children returning to their 
families, the remainder to foster homes, 
adoptive homes, or other institutions in 
the case of adolescents not ready to re- 
turn home. 


"If our Lord intended for children to 


be raised in families, then that is where 
they shall be," Schlesselman said. "To 
that end. Lutherbrook Children's Center 
is dedicated."

But Bellinger kept his cool and defend- 


ed the action on the minutes by pointing 
out that the county board was arranging 
for all kinds of building projects but not 
the money. 


"The board has authorized all these 


projects, long range planning to 1990 " 
Bellinger said, "but where we are going 
to get the money is someting else." 


He suggested a public building com- 


mission be considered as a way ou\ 
though he said, "We do not need it.'' A 
building commission would have author- 
ity to sell revenue bonds to provide for 
the funding of new building obligations. 
No referendum approval of taxpayers 
would be necessary. 


THIS AROUSED THE ire of Wall, who 


called the idea "premature." He charged 
Bellinger with seeking a way to place a 
tax upon county citizens without their 
right to vote approval or rejection. 


"We need bread and butter on family 


tables in DuPage County," Wall argued, 
"before new office buildings." 


Bellinger had a motion on the floor to 


refer this complicated new county build- 
ing and funding problem to the finance 
committee which would give its report to 
the board at a later date. 


W i l l i a m Swegler. Downers Grove 


Township, offered an alternative 
"Do 


what we can afford." This he .suggested, 
could be determined in an open meeting. 


Gerald Weeks, Milton Township, asked 


that Bellinger's motion be amended to 


establish priorities "How can we de- 
cide," he asked, "whether we need a 
building commission unless we know 
what our needs are'" 


During the Wall-Bellinger debate on 


the alleged attempt at stoppage on the 
convalescent home project, Chairman 
Paul Ronske remained aloof but told 
them, "when you get through let me 
know." 


THE CHAIRMAN probably understood 


what was at issue just as well or better 
than anyone in the room. His philosophy 
is that with the exchange of ideas, no 
matter how silly some of them may 
sound, off'times new light is shed on old 
and vexing problems. The county, be- 
cause of the expansion in the 1960s, is 
now compelled to shoulder new burdens. 
New buildings and more services cost 
money. But where to get it? 


"It's the old checker game," Wall 


charged in his criticism of the Bellinger 
committee for its effort to halt the archi- 
tect on the convalescent home project 


"I do not want to stop any of these 


projects but we have to have money," 
Bellinger answered. 


Municipal leaders in DuPage County 


made little progress in agreeing on 
coordinated plans for sewage treatment 
Wednesday night as members of the Du- 
Page Mayors and Managers Conference 
met in Bensenville to discuss the water- 
shed concept proposed in the latest re- 
port on county sewage facilities. 


Although the group approved the re- 


port in principle, many of the "ayes" 
were qualified with reservations, and 
four municipalities opposed the report. 


The report was made by a special five- 


man committee appointed by the confer- 
ence after the defeat of the $105 million 
referendum for construction of a coun- 
tywide sewer system last March 17. 


ROBERT PALMER, Elmhurst city 


manager chairman of a joint committee 
of municipal representatives and county 
board members, agreed to call a meeting 
to review the report and decide what to 
do with it. 


The report reflected the position of spe- 


cial study committee many of which op- 
posed the countywide plan because of 
what they called "inequitable financing." 
They suggested dividing the county into 
distinct geographic watersheds and es- 
tablishing sanitary districts that would 
piovide their own facilities. 


Elk Grove Village strongly opposed the 


report because it suggested creating ad- 
ditional governmental units. 


"We should reshape existing govern- 


mental agencies and not add more spe- 
cial service districts." Charles Willis. 
Elk Grove village manager, said 


WILLIS SAID Elk Grove Village would 


endorse the idea of bringing the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSDi. into the 
county, "at least as far south as Thorn- 
dale Avenue." 


Mrs 
Margret Hamilton, mayor of 


Wheaton and president-elect of the con- 
ference, said the plan would create 11 
little autonomous districts. 


"Where do we get the authority to cut 


the county up' The state legislation men- 
tioned in the report that would allow the 
creation of the districts, and the county 
sanitary water board is extrerr.enly 
vague and gives the districts wide pow- 
ers. 


"This little love feast portrayed in the 


report touches me deeply. We've had a 
lenghthy and loud battle o\er whether 
the county should assume the responsi- 
bility of sewage treatment, and now we 
are ready to approve the concept of dis- 
tricts '' 


WHEATON. aolng with Hir.sdale. op- 


posed tne watershed idea and urged the 
group to return to a countywide plan. 
Hanover Park also opposed the report 
because its officials weren't 
familiar 


with the situation.

plan. 


"It is a first step of a total program," 


Roselle Village Pres. Robert Frantz said,

OLYMPIA. Wash., VPI - Maj. Isaac

of the new Washington Territory and su- 
perintendent 
of Indian affairs, 
with 


treaty-making powers for an area rough- 
ly twice the sue of New England. 


STEVENS GOT right to work and it 


was less than two months after settling 
in Olympia that he negotiated the Medi- 
cine Creek Treaty, which was the first 
pact in what he called the "final settle- 
ment" with the Indians. 


Other treaties followed rapidly, and in 


just six weeks. Stevens had what he 
thought were final agreements with most 
of the Indians living near Pugct Sound. 
He was later to negotiate with Indians in

northern Idaho and parts of Oregon and 
Montana. 


Only eight months after 
Medicine 


Creek, however, the Indians took to the 
warpath claiming that Stevens and the 
rest of the "Bostons" — as they called 
Americans — had tricked them. 


The Indians did not like the reservation 


system called for in the treaties and they 
cared even less for the white man's 
tedious practice of farming. 


Even so. when the war came in 1855. 


many powerful tribes declined to fight 
and chose to sit it out on the reserva- 
tions. 


ALTHOUGH IT was lightweight as 


such things go, the Northwest Indian 
War of 1855-56 had side effects that 
reached as far as Washington, D.C.. 
where the Senate refused to ratify all nf 
Stevens' treaties except the Medicine 
Creek pact, which was approved before 
the fighting began. 


The1 other treaties were ratified from 


three to four years later, and then only 
after 
Stevens personally lobbied 
for 


them. 


In the interim, Stevens himself had 


second thoughts about the Puget Sound 
pacts and in 1857 he asked George Many- 
penny, commissioner of Indian affairs 
to give three tribes more land. 


The request, which eventually was ap- 


proved by Pierce, included a new reser- 
vation "at Mucklcshoot Prairie, where 
there is a military station about to be 
abandoned " 


In what has ".urned out to be a bit of 


irony, militant Indians and their sympa- 
thizers today are demanding that a por- 
tion of Ft. Lawton in Seattle, about 20 
miles from the Muckleshoot preserve, 
be set aside for Indian use when the land 
is declared federal surplus soon. 


Nothing in any Puget Sound treaty 


gives the Indians the right to claim land 
outside their reservations, which usually 
were established by presidential execu- 
tive order. 


BUT MILITANTS such as Bob Satia- 


cum, self-proclaimed chief of the Pay- 
allup tribe, have contended for several 
years that the treaties, by themselves, 
are not really very important. 


"It's like any other business deal," 


Satiacum said recently. 


"When businessmen make a deal, they 


talk it over first and then it is formalized 
in writing." 


He contends the Indians were told one 


thing, and then something else was writ- 
ten into the treaties. 


Not all members of the so-called In- 


dian establishment go along with Satia- 
cum's militant demands, and he has 
been denounced by some of them as a 
publicity seeker who "degrades the true 
Indian cause." 


In addition to his newly rejuvenated in- 


terest in more land, Saticaum also has 
been a leader in the sometimes violent 
fish-in movement of recent years. 


One such fish-in and an ensuing trial 


vividly dramatized the split 
between 


"renegades" and the "establishment." 


IN 1906 BLACK activist Dick Gregory 


took part in a protest fish-in on the Nis- 
qually River. Elmer Kalama. then Nis- 
qually tribal chairman, went out of his 
way to state clearly he neither wanted 
nor had asked for Gregory's help. 


When Gregory later went on trial for 


illegal net fishing, Kalama was a prose- 
cution witness. Gregory was convicted 
and sent to jail for a month. 


Although the dispute between tribal 


leaders and militants continues, both In- 
dian groups want more off-reservation 
fishing rights. Here again, the Stevens 
treaties come into the picture. 


Where applicable, the Stevens pacts 


contained a separate clause to the effect 
that the Indians were to be allowed to 
fish in usual and accustomed places ''in 
common" with other citizens of the ter- 
ritory. Annual salmon and steel head 
trout runs were vital to the Indians and 
Stevens, according to a Department of 
Interior report, acknowledge this when 
he wrote: 


"It was thought necessary to allow 


them to fish at all accustomed places, 
since this would not in any manner inter- 
fere with the rights of citizens, and was 
necessary for the Indians to obtain a sub- 
sistence." 


THAT SOUNDED SIMPLE enough, but 


the formal treated language included the 
"in common" phrase which several 
states, in the past, have 
contended 


means Indians are not to be given any 


rights not given to non-Indians. 


Other circumstances have also com- 


bined to cloud the issue. Perhaps the 
most important was the death of Gov. 
Stevens in the Civil War. Stevens, then a 
major general in the Union Army, fell 
during the battle of Chantilly, Va.. in 
1862. He was only 43. 


The tragedy was compounded by the 


fact that he was well aware of the con- 
troversy surrounding the Washington ter- 
ritory agreements and had planned to 
write a full explanation someday. 


"I trust the time will come when I 


shall be able to vindicate them and show 
that they were wise and proper, and that 
they accomplished 
a great end," he 


wrote. 


With the treaty questions never really 


clarified, the controversy has boiled for 


well over a century. 


PAST COURT decisions on the fishing 


dispute have reflected the confusion, but 
there are indications a new line of rea- 
soning may prevail soon. Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Robert Belloni of Portland. 
Ore., has ruled that while the states have 
"full and complete power'' to regulate 
all fishing, the Indians have the right to 
a fair and equitable share of fish. 


"Some of the fish now taken by sports- 


men and commercial fishermen must be 
shared with the treaty Indians, as our 
forefathers promised over 100 years 
ago." Belloni's landmark ruling said. 


The Northwest Indians made skeptical 


by more than a century of dealing with 
white men, are not counting their fish 
yet — nor parcelling out "surplus'1 gov- 
ernment land.

The policy, when it "emerges" 


in the form of an official standard, 
u ill luu t1 enormous impact on pow- 
er companies, industries, munici- 
palities and others who pour large 
Nolurne-i of heated water into our 
uateruays. 
As announced 
last 


week the Interior Department pol- 
iry w ould have required that water 
discharged 
into Lake 
Michigan 


should be no more than one degree 
warmer than the lake at the point 


[ discharge. 


An immediate target would be 


the 
nuclear 
power 
generating 


plants which, will soon ring Lake 
Michigan, including one at Zion. 
That plant would draw two billion 


gallons of water a day from the 
lake to cool machinery and then re- 
turn it up to 20 degrees warmer 
than lake temperature. 


The Interior policy, if it emerges 


intact and is enforced, would force 
the installation of costly cooling 
equipment. 


Scientists are uncertain of the 


degree and kinds of potential dam- 
age heated water can inflict on the 
marine life of a body of water. A 
legal test is shaping up now over 
federal insistence that a Florida 
power company stop releasing hot 
water near the Biscayne Bay Na- 
tional Monument. 


Uncertainty, however, should not 


be a license for actions that could 
inflict irreparable damage on our 
natural resources. Once nuclear 
generating plants are built and be- 
gin to release significant levels of 
heated water into the lake, it could 
take years to document significant 
damage to the lake, more years to 
force the power companies to act 
and still more years for the cooling 


equipment to be built and oper- 
ating. 


Foresight is essential, as it was 


in the case recently of 
Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. deciding to 
spend an extra $1 million at Zion to 
prevent leakage of radioactive tri- 
tium into Lake Michigan. The deci- 
sion, highly laudable, was made 
despite a U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice survey indicating the accumu- 
lated tritium wastes would prob- 
ably not be a significant hazard to 
health. 


The temptation to add calculated 


risk on calculated risk is spurred 
by economic realities. Investment 
in anti-pollution equipment is ex- 
pensive and doesn't show up favor- 
ably on corporate balance sheets 
the way other equipment 
pur- 


chases do. 


For that reason strong govern- 


ment policies are needed to supply 
the incentive. We hope the Interior 
Department 
will 
withstand 
the 


temptation to weaken its one-de- 
gree rule.

TIIK POLICEMAN works on many dif- 


ferent kinds of cases. At once he may 
sc.ircli fur a missing dog, then pet a call 
to as-sist In an armed robbery in prog- 
ress, lie can't help from getting sweaty 


palms. He can't help but think that the 
ultimate in danger is before him. His 
most precious possession, life itself, is in 
danger. 


More often than not. the officer will 


think of his family. He wants his wife 
and children to be secure in the thought 
that he is safe and also that if anything 
should happen to him they would be tak- 
en care of by tender, loving hands. 


What the local groups can do is to fol- 


low the workings of the Hundred Club of 
Cook County, an organization consisting 
of businessmen who give $100 each year 
to a fund that is to be used whenever a 
policeman, or fireman, in Cook County, 
is either killed or dies in the line of duty. 


When an unfortunate fatality occurs, 


representatives of the club personally go 
out and see the victim's family, taking 
along a check for $1,000, which is given 
to take care of any immediate needs. 


Later, a second contact is made with 


the family to determine how much mon- 
ey it would take to eliminate all the 
debts left by its breadwinner. A check to 
either cover that amount entirely or in 
part is sent shortly afterward to the fam- 


ily members. 


THERE ARE MANY variations that 


Addison businessmen and civic leaders 
could follow to make such a project 
work. 


They could possibly join with other 


business 
groups 
throughout DuPage 


County and set up a fund for all police- 
men and firemen in the county who die 
in the line of duty. 


They could also possibly set up a plan 


to help out only the families of Addison 
policemen and firemen. I'm sure this 
plan could work because of the large 
number of businessmen working and liv- 
ing within the village. 


Either way, there should be a lengthy 


plan, taking in the entire calendar of the 
year, with which police could be proud 
and a little more secure. Then we could 
call it Law Enforcement Year.

The Political Beat 
A New Political Element

In the aftermath of the week of the 


presidential announcement of the begin- 
ning of tiie Cambodian operation which 
startled the nation as few events have 
since Pearl Harbor a national assess- 
ment is still on progress about what it all 
means. 


There is no question that the dimen- 


sions and dedication of the student dis- 
sent throughout the land not only caught 
the Nixon Administration unprepared but 
surprised the nation Students at the col- 
leges and universities in America are a 
political force to be reckoned with in the 
future, especially at future elections. 


WHAT HAS happened can be called a 


watershed when the halls of academy 
were vacated and the ivory towers aban- 
doned for meaningful adventures in the 
streets in opposition politics. The bold- 
ness and daring of thousands of stu- 
dents in every state in the union has 
awed the establishment and brought no 
little concern to the minds of party politi- 
cians. 


Take the young men and women in 


America today between the ages of 16 
and 22 and you have a political force 
worth a thousand battalions of party pre- 
cinct committeemen. The reason is that 
these kids are informed about their gov- 
ernment, the economy and history. They 
are mature in this knowledge and they 
have a moral sense. They want respect 
and refuse to be deceived. None of the 
traditional bunk, they say. 


This is a now phenomenon for the poli- 


ticians of both major parties to contend

with and they are plainly showing their 
discomfiture in dealing with this new 
force on the political scene But there 
is endless vote potential here and an in- 
exhaustible source of personnel for cam- 
paigning. Th» nation is confronted with a 
rising group of voters that is not yet con- 
scious of its unique power. 


IN THIS REGARD it is interesting to 


note the way Illinois GOP and Democrat- 
ic Senate candidates are appraising the 
rise of the college youth. It is not too 
much to say either that this past week of 
youth dissent has probably done more 
than anything else to cancel out those 
much advertised debates between Adlai 
E. Stevenson III and Ralph T. Smith, 
GOP and Democratic Illinois senate con- 
testants next November. They can now 
add nothing 


Both have treated the ''dissent" with 


discretion, giving the impression they 
are not quite sure just what it means. A 
good politician always refrains 
from 


rushing in where angels are wary. 


But Stevenson seems to show a little 


more sympathy with their problems and 
to possess a better understanding of 
what's going on behind those academic 
walls. Stevenson is wooing the gifted 
ones. He can speak their language He 
sees their value along the campaign 
trail. 


SEN. SMITH, ON the other hand, 


seems to resent the intrusion of dissent 
on the political scene in Illinois. It causes 
problems that a conservative candidate 
must adjust to in a changing society. His 
own party is undergoing profound change 


everywhere in Illinois. So the Senator is 
playing it safe He is calling for "law 
and order" on the campus as well as in 
the streets. Let the college adminis- 
trators develop some backbone, end this 
permissiveness and put the campus kids 
in their place Smith is betting that the 
conservative temper \\ill assert itself in 
full strength between now and November 
and that the Republicans will prevail. 


But the campus kids have tasted of 


that s-veet nectar of dissent in what they 
call "a just cause" and as Carlyle sug- 
gested: Whoever drinks from this cup his 
thirst shall never be quenched. The 
1960's raised a lot of questions all over 
America and those questions seem des- 
tined to hit the political arena and be- 
come major issues in the 1970's. There 
will be dissent from practices that have 
seived their time and are no longer rele- 
vant For one thing vomen are headed 
for more and greater roles in public af- 
fairs. 


But you can be assured that the 


campus kids will continue to move fur- 
ther into the limelight. Mature and arti- 
culate, knowing neither failure or defeat, 
they have what it takes to achieve what 
to older generations is downright impos- 
sible. Without prejudice, without hatreds, 
without self-seeking they can build a 
power that can perform virtual miracles. 
This is the 
meaning of America's 


campus dissent Directed by an informed 
intelligence and a moral fervor, the 
campus kids are confident they can turn 
America around so it can resume its 
proclaimed historic destiny. 


Abortion Murder? Where Is Line Draivn? 


As you have added your cry to those 


urging the legalization of abortion in Illi- 
nois, I must add mine in defense of the 
helpless child, and his inalienable right 
to live. 


Abortion reformers campaign for the 


relief of the anguish of a woman facing 
an unwanted pregnancy. What of the 
mental anguish of the woman who must 
later live with her guilt in the coopera- 
tion in the murder of her child? Let's not 
pretend we are talking about a formless, 
lifeless mass of tissue. House Bill 3377 
permits a licensed physician to termi- 
nate a pregnancy up to 20 weeks. 


Dr. Richard Jaynes, a diplomate of the

rect their efforts toward medical aid, 
education, housing and aid to unmarried 
women and child care centers, so that 
pregnancy's only solution need not be 
abortion. Let them press for continued 


and increased medical research for safe, 
acceptable and effective means of birth 
control

There is a relatively new and rapidly 


expanding para-medical profession that 
often may supply the "breath" that 
keeps a patient alive. 


It is inhalation therapy 
( I F I > . 
With 


knowledge of techniques and their skill in 
using technological equipment, inhalation 
therapists can case or take over the nat- 
ural breathing processes. They also help 
medical doctors in diagnosis, treatment 
and prevention of respiratory problem*. 


Now recognized as a valuable part of 


health team specialists the inhalation 
therapist 
often 
encounters 
"life 
and 


death drama" as a member of an in- 
tensive care unit treating the patient re- 
covering from surgery, pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, asthmatic attacks and other respi- 
ratory 
difficulties

from it and shortening hospital stays." 
commented Mrs. Anna Vitols, inhalation 
therapy supervisor at St. Alexius Hospi- 
tal in Elk Grove Village. 


The St. Alexius department illustrates 


how this profession is expanding. <The 
first school was 
established in 1958. > 


Mrs Vitols cited figures to indicate the 
rapid growth in use of the inhalation 
therapy facilities at the hospital. During 
one month, January, from 1967 to 1970 
the number of patients treated almost 
trebled, and the procedures increased 
more than four times in :»'•.• years. (De- 
mand for services remains fairly con- 
stant through the year with a slight rise 
in summer. > 


DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL at St. 


Alexius grew from four to 1-1 in just two 
years according to Mrs. Vitols. The staff 
now includes two graduate therapists. 


one part-time therapist, four nursing 
aides and seven trainees from Harper 
and Triton colleges. 


Other area hospitals report similar 


trends. DuPage Memorial at Elmhurst 
opened its inhalation therapy department 
in 1968 and the volume of work 
has 


tripled, the staff increased four times. At 
present it offers a technician training 
program and next year will be affiliated 
with Triton. 


Northwest 
Community 
in 
Arlington 


Heights, affiliated with Harper has expe- 
rienced growth similar to DuPage Me- 
morial. Lutheran General, Park Ridge, 
has a technician training program but is 
not connected with 
any 
college. 
In- 


halation therapy has been on the in- 
crease there, too. 


BEVERLY PARKER. 18, is one of the 


trainees working at St. Alexius. As a for- 
mer nursing assistant, she watched ev- 
erything that went on at the hospital and 
became especially 
interested 
in 
in- 


halation therapy while still at Conant 
High School. She asked for a transfer to 
III. There she cleaned equipment, ob- 
served procedures and was inspired to 
become a registered therapist. From 
Hoffman Estates, Beverly now attends 
Harper College where she is studying 
psychology while receiving clinical train- 
ing in IH at St. Alexius. 


Blue-eyed, blond Beverly likes knowing 


she is needed in this vital health service. 
"There's satisfaction in knowing you are 
able to help those who need you " 


For the high school student interested 


in this training, Beverly suggests a col- 
lege prep course . . . with emphasis on 
science and math. 


"IF I WERE A smoker, after working 


this field. I'd quit!" That advice from 23- 
year-old Mary Brooks, another Harper 
student training in inhalation therapy at 
St. Alexius. An attractive brunette with 
green eyes. Mary reports more and more 


young people being treated in IH, all 
heavy smokers. 


Mary recommends that only those who 


are "dedicated" take up this career. 
"You have to get up early in the morning 
and be willing to sacrifice your week- 
ends." she warned. 


A graduate of St. Patrick Academy in 


Des Plaines, Mary Brooks worked four 
years at Baxter Laboratories in Morton 
Grove. She was always interested in a 
medical career, she says. Mary works 
full-time at St. Alexius and attends Har- 
per part-time. Her high school studies in- 
cluded a college preparatory course. 


MRS. KENNETH PHILLIPS, an al- 


ready trained technician, got her school- 
ing at Edgewater Hospital in Chicago 
and worked there and at Northwest Com- 
munity before going to St. Alexius. The 
Palatine resident was attracted to in- 
halation therapy because she wanted to 
help asthmatics and others with breath- 
ing difficulties. 


In her job Betty Phillips — and the 


other therapists — treat about 40 per 
cent surgical and 60 per cent medical 
patients. The treatment includes ultra- 
sonics, a procedure that creates a very 
fine, dense mist of normal saline solu- 
tion, sometimes with medication added, 
to liquify thick mucus. The patient, often 
in pain and suffering anxiety, is then 
able to cough and expectorate, explained 
Mrs. Vitols. 


Respirators are used in what the tech- 


nicians term intermittent positive pres- 
sure breathing. This procedure is used to 
prevent post-operative pneumonia and in- 
volves ventilating patients with respira- 
tors to clear phlegm from the chest. 


IN MORE DRAMATIC — and most 


satisfying for the therapist — cases, ma- 
chines are used to inflate lungs mechani- 
cally when breathing stops. 


"Patients sometimes stay on respira- 


tors as long as a week," said Mrs. Vitols. 


ASSISTANCI IN IREATHING and sometimes "breath" 
itself art provided through inhalation therapy. Mary 
Brooks, another trainee at St. Alexius, works with

Such a case might be a drug poisoning 
where the respiratory system fails. 


She noted too, that more heart attack 


victims survive because cardiac arrest 
teams include an inhalation therapist. 


Oxygen tents for humidity oxygen and 


cooling for heart and pneumonia patients 
and ci'oupettes in pediatrics are other 
equipment utilized by the IH depart- 
ments of most hospitals. 


Therapists appear to derive much sat- 


isfaction from their work. Said Anna Vi- 
tols, 
the amiable supervisor 
at 
St. 


Alexius: "It is especially satisfying to 
know you have contributed to the health 
of a patient who was very, bery bad." 


A GRADUATE of Gottleib Memorial 


Hospital in Melrose Park, Mrs. Vitols 
was born in Latvia and attended high 
school in Denmark where she studied 
three languages, all the sciences and 
mathematics through trigonometry and 
calculus. 


"There we attended school six days a 


week and received an education com- 
parable to three years of college here," 
she said. 


Anna originally wanted to be a doctor 


but was unable to pursue her goal be- 
cause of the war. But she has found her 
career in inhalation therapy a satisfying 
substitute. 


For those contemplating a career in 


IH, the first step after graduation from 
high school is to apply for entrance to a 
junior or community college such as 
Harper or Triton that offers such a pro- 
gram. There are about 35 in the United 
States — five of them in the Chicago 
area — approved by the American Medi- 
cal Association. 


TWO YEARS OF classroom instruction 


plus clinical education in an affiliated 
hospital is the trend today said Mrs. Vi- 
tols. Some of the required courses are 


anatomy, physiology, microbiology and 
chemistry. The student who completes 
all requirements receives an associate in 
arts or science degree. 


After graduation a therapist may apply 


for registration to the American Registry 
of Inhalation Therapists. Anna Vitols de- 
scribed the examination as "rugged." It 
was compiled and is administered by 
physicians and registered therapists and 
at present is offered once a year each 
time in a different city. It includes both 
written and oral sections. 


Mrs. Vitols took her tests in Kansas 


City and has become nationally recog- 
nized as a member of the registry. This 
recognition can lead to executive posi- 
itions and higher salaries, ranging from 
S8.000 to $12.000 and maybe higher, she 
said. Graduate therapists start at sala- 
ries comparable to those of a graduate 
nurse.

Too Much Tension ior Kids 


Little League Under Fire

NEW YORK (UPI) - When a Little 


League game heats up, mothers scream, 
fathers grow purple, the family dog 
strains at his leash and yelps. 


Little brothers of the stars, confined 


to the spectator section, cry they "wanna 
play, too." 


And down on the field sweaty in their 


suits the pint-sized players give it all 
they have — lest the family be ashamed 
of their performance. 


This great American outdoor game, 


baseball, is open to tykes on an organ- 
ized basis when they reach the great big 
age of seven. That's the magic age for 
eligibility for a Little League farm team. 


While the kids are taking swipes at the 


ball with their bats and the normally se- 
rene parents toss temper tantrums over 
the umpire, psychologists would like to 
call Little League out. 


DONALD F. SCHWERTLEY, assistant 


principal 
of Thomas 
Jefferson 
High 


School, Council Bluffs, Iowa, makes that 
point in a report in the education jour- 
nal of the National Education Associ- 
ation. 


He agrees with psychologists who say 


Little League creates too much pressure 
and tension for participating youngsters. 


"Former Major League Pitcher Joey 


Jay, the first Little League graduate to 
reach the major leagues says he feels 
the program is too ambitious with far too 
much parental activity and supervision," 
Schwertley said. 


What Jay said about Little League 


goes like this: 


"I am certainly not in sympathy with 


the Little League program the way it 
has developed. Perhaps it was not in- 
tended to be this way but it is not 
serving the purposes it claims to be and 
I don't think it is helping baseball." 


JAY IS PARTICULARLY critical of 


the parents' role in the program. 


"Others agree," Schwertley said. "It is 


frightening to watch a normally serene 
parent transformed into a raging wild 
man while watching his 10-year-old son 
compete in a Little League game. 


"The amazing thing is that this same 


parent seems to be a wholesome if some- 
what vocal fan when cheering his 16- 
year-old on the local high school team. 


"What causes this transformation? The 


answer seems to be in the organization, 
supervision and purpose of the Little 
League program. While educators ques- 
tion organized interschool competition 
below the seventh 
grade the Little 


League program has farm teams for the 
first grader. 


"AND EVEN THOUGH school coaches 


and physical education instructors are 
often overly ambitious with their pro- 
grams 
they are educators 
first and 


coaches second. Also, their programs are 
under the watchful eye of professional 
supervisors . . . who are careful to see 
that intra-school athletics remain a part 
of the total education program. 


"Consequently while children in a 


school athletic program may not seem 
aware of it they are usually conscious of 
the fact that they are students first and 
athletes second." 


Schwertley suggests that Little League 


organizers examine the results of the 
program in the light of the expressed 
purpose. 


"They need only to observe the actions 


of the spectator parent to realize that 
Little League activities are not devel- 
oping healthy values," he said1. 


IN A REPORT ON 'Desirable Athletic 


Competition for Children of Elementary 
School Age" the American Academy of 
Pediatrics and other groups said: 


"Examples of appropriate sports for 


children of elementary school ages are 
archery, boating, bowling, golf, sakting, 
swimming, tennis and track."

eloquently about the FCC decision and 
news coverage than FCC Chairman Dean 
Burch who dissented from the majority 
opinion. 


Burch differed with "the majority's 


failure to exempt news in'erviews and 
most importantly the news documentary 
and the newscast," which, he noted, are 
a major means "of informing the public 
on events and issues." 


He added 
"When the question of ex- 


emption for the present rule came before 
the commission, the majority, aware that 
the networks could avoid the impact of 


the rule b\ extending the 30-mmute eve- 
ning neus show into a one-hour news 
ahow determined not to exempt the news- 
cast. 


"IX MY OPINION, if this rule had re- 


sulted in additional prime time news pro- 
gramming - the thing which network 
television can and does do best — that 
would ha\e been a benefit to the entire 
country 


I strongly belie\ e that the commis- 


sion cannot properly adopt a policy of 
subordinating news programming, which 
informs the public and is surely not in 
o v e r - s u p p l y , to entertammentpro- 
gramming which exists in far greater 
amounts and seeks but to amuse." 


As for current prime time news series, 


the show business newspaper "Variety" 
reports. "Many in the trade are con- 
corned now lest CBS puts back its '60 
Minutes' show and NBC trim its 'First 
Tuesday' — both strong news-magazine 
formats but relatively weak advertising 
vehicles "

Tom Jones' Falls Short 


Too many short scenes and too much 


action can spoil a play just as too many 
ingredients can ruin a cake. 


That's what happened opening night at 


the Guild Playhouse in Des Plaines. Da- 
vid Roger's play adaptation of "Tom 
J o n e s ' ' presented by Des Plaines 
Theatre Guild was a disappointment. 


Henry Fielding's famous and beloved 


novel was butchered and fragmented un- 
til all cor.timiily of the story was gone. 
What 
was 
left 
was 
a 
bizarre con- 


glomeration of weak short interludes 
chained together by a narrator who. try 
as he might, could not piece the loose 
ends together. 


In short, it was boring and a poor rep- 


resentation of either the novel or the 
movie "Tom Jones" which won several 
Oscars.

What do you know about small boat 


insurance? 


If you are the typical weekend sailor, 


you ma> be undecided whether to carry 
insurance. You may think you have ade- 
quate coverage when you don't. Or you 
may avoid the entire subject because you 
think boat insurance is too complex or 
costly for you. 


According to hoat insurance specialist 


Car' Ciclion of State Farm Fire and Cas- 
iiiiltv Company, one of the nation's larg- 
est insurers of pleasure craft, the follow- 
ing questions are the ones most com- 
monly asked about small boat insurance. 
His answers may be helpful to you, 
whether or not your boat is insured. 


(J. What kind of a policy do I need for 


m \ boa I? 


A. Either a boat owner's endorsement 


tn your homeowner's policy or a separate 
boat owner's policy. Both provide the 
same coverages 


((. Isn't my boat already CM>\erect under 


im homeowner's policy? 


A Only to a \cry limited degree. A 


standard 
homeowner's policy usually 


puts a S5DO maximum on payments for 
iovses involving physical damage to wa- 
ttTcrafl or trailers. You are not pro- 
tected against collision, capsizing 
or 


smkmu and docking damage. Further, 
you are not protected as a rule from loss 
by \\incl. storm or hail unless the boat is 
in a fully enclosed building. 


(>. What about liability coverage under 


my homeowner's policy? 


A Most homeowner's policies provide 


liability protection of $25.000 per accident 
at no extra cost for outboards of 25 
horsepower or less and inboards of 50 
horsepower or less. If your boat exceeds 
these maximums, you arc not covered. 


Q. Mow much liability insurance do I 


need? 


A. That depends on your financial cir- 


cumstances — how vulnerable you are. 
Considering the size of the awards in 
sonic recent 
damage suits involving 


pleasure craft, it is worth the small ex- 
tra premium to have some padding in 
your liability coverage 
Anyone who 


doesn't have liability insurance is court- 
ing financial disaster, for an adverse 
judgment can cost him virtually every- 
thing he owns. 


Q. How ilo I determine how much in- 


surance In have on the boat itself? 


A Your hoat should be insured at its 


current value, which you can estimate 
yourself or uith the help of an expert. 
You should reappraise your boat from 
time to time to make sure you do not 
have loo much insurance on the craft 
Our company takes annual depreciation 
into account in its three-year boat own- 
ers' policies. It also reminds policyhol- 
dcrs at renewal time that their craft 
may have depreciated. 


Q. But a friend of mine lust increased 


his coverage. Why? 


A. Probably because in a regular reap- 


praisal of his boat he took into consid- 
eration some expensive accessories he

Ship-to-shore 
radios,

owner's policy which 
includes all-risk 


hull insurance (with $50 deductible), wa- 
tercraft liability up to $25.000 per acci- 
dent and medical payments up to S500 
per accident, your annual premium rale 
for protection in and out of the water 
would range from MB to Sfili. depending 
on tho part of the country in which you 
live Those figures are based on our com- 
pany's rates They vary from company 
to company, of course. 


Q. Is my boat covered >cur-round, in 


anil out of the water? 


A. It depends on the policy. You should 


check into this \\hen you are shopping 
for boat insurance or comparing pre- 
mium rates. 


Q. Tho marinu where I store my boat 


for the winter has insurance, so why 
should I have a yrar-rounil policy? 


A Because you can collect for dam- 


ages only if you can prove they were 
caused by the manna's negligence Often 
this takes a good deal of time and monej 
to establish.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U S birth 


rate has declined sharply during the past 
12 years and now stands at the lowest 
level in history. 


Even so, the number of births contin- 


ues to exceed the number of deaths by a 
substantial margin. Last year, for every 
1,000 persons in America, there are 17.6 
births and only 9 6 deaths. 


This means the U S population is 


growing at a rate of about one per cent a 
year. 


A one per cent growth rate doesn't 


sound like much — until you reflect that 
if it continues it will double the popu- 
lation \vithm the next 70 years. 


The only way to stop the population 


from growing is to persuade American 
families to have fewer children. At pre- 
sent, the number of children per family 
averages out to 3.2. To stabilize the size 
of the population, it would be necessary 
to bring that average down to 2 children 
per family At that level, each generation 
would produce just enough children to re- 
place itself. 


THE QUESTION IS: How can a free 


nation induce its people to exercise re- 
straint in procreation? 


Various answers have been put for- 


ward. 


The Rev. Michael Hamilton, a canon of 


Washington Cathedral, 
says 
churches 


should make a moral issue of family lim- 
itation, teaching their members that it is 
irresponsible in a world of limited re- 
sources to have more than two children 
per family. 


Others think economic arguments may 


have more impact than moral per- 
suasion. A cogent economic argument for 
family limitation can be found in a re- 
cent study by the Institute of Life Insur- 
ance. It indicates it will cost about 
$26,000, at today's price levels, to feed, 
clothe, house and care for one child from 
birth to age 18. The S26,000 figure, in- 
cidentally, is for a middle-income family. 
In higher income brackets, the cost of 
rearing a child to age 18 would come to 
more than $50,000.

VIENNA (UPI)—If you can't beat 'em, 


marry 'em. 


And so many Vienna men have done 


so. the city's female police force is on 
the verge of extinction. 


The force was inaugurated by former 


Interior Minister Hans Czettcl, who 
said 
women policemen would boost the 


image of the police and fill the manpow- 
er shortage. Of 500 applicants, 200 wom- 
en started a two-year training course. 


By the time the course ended in 1967, 


only 60 \vere left. Most of the others quit 
to gel married 


The policewomen were an immediate 


success Most of them were pretty. They 
wore eye-catching green uniforms with 
white caps. Hundreds of parking and 
traffic tickets were handed out and Hoi- 
ens of traffic jams unsnarled without a 
single protest 


But one by one they began to drop oul, 


either when they got married or. short 17 
afterward, 
when they became pro:- 


nant. 


Meanwhile, policemen began to com- 


plain that the women were getting the 
same salaries as men, although they h«ul 
only "easy jobs " No women went on 
night patrols, for instance, because they 
did not carry arms.

Police Col. Lt. Eugene Doppdhofer, 


the 
Vienna 
force's personnel officer, 


said only 15 girls are still on traffic duty 
and two others are teaching traffic safe- 
ty in high schools. 


"They were a new attraction for 


Vienna and they certainly attracted 
more men in uniform than they would 
have in plain clothes," Doppelhofer said 
sadly. "They all were very young when 
they started, aiound 18 or 19, and they 
looked very attractive in their unifoims.

license plates and other chics. A police- 
man sometimes discusses tho case. 


Then viewers are asked to telephone 


the studio or their local police station, 
with any information they might have to 
offer. 


The result? Take Erich Wolf, for in- 


stance. 


Police were without clues after they 


found the partially decomposed body of a 
young girl in a pond not far from Frank- 
furt. For six months they tried to identi- 
fy her. 


THEN' THEY TOOK the case to Zim- 


mermann. He put it on his show and 
shortly afterward a relative stepped for- 
ward to identify the girl. 


Wolf was a suspect in the killing, but 


he could not be found He was arrested 
several months later after a bartender 
recognized his face from a second "Ak- 
tenzeichcn" show. 


Another time, two men broke into a 


German army munitions depot near the 
French border. They shot down the five 
guards, four of whom died. 
The fifth was able to describe his attack- 
ers Police had only a few clues. After 
several months they went to Zim- 
mermann. 


One day after the show, a fortune tell- 


er in Bonn, 100 miles to the north, be- 
came suspicious of one of her custom- 
ers. She recognized his car's license 
number from "Aktenzeichen," rang po- 
lice, and helped crack what Zimmer- 
mann called a "Mafia-type" organization 
in the area. 


THE SHOW IS NOT limited to mur- 


ders. Each of the 10 programs a year is 
devoted to flashing on the screen mug 
shots of car thieves, burglars and habit- 
ual criminals sought by police. 


Of the 153 cases dealt with on "Ak- 


tenzeichen's" first 23 showings, 75 were 
s o l v e d , according to Zimmermann 
through viewers' tips. 


In that same time, 125 persons have 


been charged with crimes as a result of 
the show.

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Youthful Science Buffs 
Garner Honors at Uof I 


There's no modern laboratory or even 


an outdated one at St. Walter's Catholic 
School in Roselle but there are plenty of 
eager, hard-working scientists and four 
of them recently took honors in the Illi- 
nois Junior Academy of Science at tho 
University of Illinois in Urbana. 


Under the direction of Richard Czer- 


wein 7th and 8th craclc science teacher 
at St. Walter's. Scott Drnzewski grade 
seven received an outstanding, Frank 
Dw>er, grade eight, a first award. Thom- 
as Dudek. grade seven, a first ward, and 
Fred Alexander grade eight, a second 
award. 


All of the projects done by the boys 


were original and v ill bu continued 


"We could've easily entered nine proj- 


ects but the quota for the school was 
five," Czerwein said 


The four winning projects were amoni! 


l.ooo entered in the Illinois Science fair 
which had projects from the entire state 
in grades 7 through 12 


SCOTT AND THOMAS, two of the high- 


est place winners in the competition 


worked with gerbils the rodent widely 
used 
in scientific experiments since 


about 1934 


Scott fed gerbils with food treated with 


BHA. butylated Hydroxyanisole a food 
preservative that stops oxidated ranci- 
dity. After three and a half months the 
gerbils were less active fought among 
themselves and need greater quantities 
of water. 


The results weren't too encouraging 


Scott pointed out since BHA is contained 
in foods we eat, like Jell-0, Kool-Aid and 
in the wrappers of Snickers candy bars. 
BHA has been banned in England and 
the U.S. Government has limited its use 
to two-ton 'housandths, of any food stuff 


Scott will continue his work with BHA 


to sec if it affects heredity of the gerbils. 


WHILE SCOTT was feeding his ger- 


bils. Thomas was filling their lungs with 
smoke. Since no one had done any work 
to determine whether incense was physi- 
cally harmful to man or animals. 


Each day he burned 6.8 grams of in- 


cense exposing the gerbils to the smoke 
for 20 minutes. Gradually the animals' 
muscle structure broke down, the lungs 
became full of holes and the animals 
died after 39 days. 


Using another type of incense Thomas 


found the gerbils died in 10 days and only 
their lungs had deteriorated. 


Social behavior of the animals also 


changed. They ate and drank more, 
fought more and slept more. 


Thomas like Scott and the rest of the 


boys, have enough ideas about the proj- 
ects and where to go from here, to keep 
them busy through high school. 


FRANK USED FISH in his first award 


experiment on the study of the over- 
population and behavior of guppies. Tak- 
ing two fish tanks, one considered nor- 
mally populated and the other over- 
populated Frank studied and graphed 
many general behavior, mating patterns 
diet habits and physical condition of the 
fish. 


Experimenting with insect hormores 


Fred is trying to discover a selective 


pesticide which will kill only the undesi- 
rable bugs like mosquitoes and not affect 
the useful ones like bees. 


To compensate for the lack of labora- 


tory equipment at the school Czerwem 
takes students to colleges and univer- 
sities throughout the area to consult and 
work with biologists and chemists. 


CZERWEIN CAPITALIZES on every 


opportunity to expose the students to 
higher learning situations, taking them 
to teacher institutes with him and in- 
troducing students to various university 
science professors.

Existence of 2 Schools Threatened 


by KEN HARDWICKE 


Alexander Pope once wrote that "A 


little learning can be a dangerous thing." 


His words were never more applicable 


than now. when parochial schools across 
the nation try to continue the learning 
process while facing the danger of be- 
coming financially extinct. 


Two of those institutions battling for 


their very survival are St. Peters School 
in Itasca and Holy Ghost School in Wood 
Dale. Both schools view the state's rejec- 
tion of financial aid to parochial schools 
this week as a definite threat to their 
educational programs. 


"We feel a financial squeeze," Sister 


Anita, principal of the Holy Ghost School, 
admits. "I was hoping that it would 


come through because it will affect the 
salaries of teachers which will remain 
the same." 


THE STATE AID denial is definitely 


putting an economical pinch on Holy 
Ghost, because the school is being forced 
to hire more lay teachers and cannot 
compete with their salary demands. 


While paying teachers is one of the 


primary reasons for state aid, parish- 
ioner parents will also be put into a fi- 
nancial vice. 


"It affects our parents who are paying 


double taxes," Father William Ryan of 
Holy Ghost Church reveals . "If they 


can't afford to pay me for school ser- 
vices, we will be in dire trouble. Paro- 
chial families are really double taxed." 


Father Ryan points to increased in- 


flation and taxes and a recent truckers 
strike as justified reasons why school 
parents are finding pockets empty in 
support of their parochial education. 


"WE'RE STILL HOLDING our head 


above water but in September we'll start 
to feel it," says Father Ryan. 


Itasca's St. Peters School, which had 


been holding its own earlier in the year, 
also views the lack of state aid as a big 
disappointment. 
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The Wood Dale Village Council unani- 


mously voted to support a recent recom- 
mendation supporting a countywide sew- 
er program that would allow existing 
plants to be utilized. 


Support for the county-proposed plan 


was initiated by Dr. Ralph Madonna, 
sewer and water commissioner. Ma- 
donna and the council are supporting a 
recommendation made by a steering 
committee under the supervision of the 
Mayors and Managers Conference. 


Formerly, the county mayors and 


managers overwhelmingly opposed the 
county project because of a lack of ade- 


quate information. 


ONE OF THE chief reasons for the op- 


position was the county's inability to in- 
form municipalities as to how existing 
sewerage plants would be financed and 
operated. 


"We support further study of such a 


proposal in line with village recommen- 
dations," said Madonna. 


Under the previous countywide plan, 


existing sewerage treatment plants such 
as Wood Dale's were under consideration 
to be phased out. The new proposal guar- 
antees Wood Dale its modern plant will 
be utilized within the county program. 


"We just about made ends-meet this 


year," Sister Maris Stella, principal of 
St. Peters, complains. "We have no 
funds available for the future. We're in 
heavy debt already." 


Like Holy Ghost, St. Peters School is 


having difficulty in paying teachers' sal- 
aries. 


What will happen in September I don't 


know," Sister Maris Stella said. "Parish- 
ioners are doing the best they can."

Grove VilUge Aviation Committee, has 
called for a halt to expansion of O'Hare 
International Airport. 


"We think it's time to call a halt to the 


expansion of O'Hare Field." said Ham- 
ilton, speaking before the F.Ik Grove Vil- 
lage Board Tuesday. 


"THERE ARE SOME pretty serious 


problems confronting 
F.Ik Grove Vil- 


lage," he said "Things are quickly com- 
ing to a head between the City of Chi- 
cago and surrounding villages " 


A third airport is already under con- 


struction "right here," he said, pointing 
to • map of Elk Grove's neighbor to the 
eist. 


He said plans for expansion of O'Hare 


made in .964 are coming true. 


Hamilton said the city plans to put in a 


triple runway system in three directions 
for a total of nine runways. 


CONSTRUCTION OF a sixth major 


runway > northeast-southwest) began sev- 
eral months ago and plans are now being 
prepared for three more 


Hamilton and Warren Edwards, a com- 


mittee member, urged village support of 
the O'Hare Area Noise Abatement Coun- 
cil, a proup of about 18 municipalities 
formed last year by George Franks of 
Wood Dale. 


Edwards said legislators must become 


concerned because the municipalities 
represent 400,000 voters. 


"We've been shoved under the table 


long enough," he said. 


Edwards told of plans by Chicago to 


obtain 300 acres at the northeast corner 
of the airport, presently a military reser- 


vation, for a $1 donation to the Depart- 
ment of Defense. The land is valued at 
$1,480,000, ht claimed. "If you know the 
structure of Chicago politics this is going 
to go through." 


Edwards said residents can oppose the 


land transfer and future expansion of 
O'Hare by attending a meeting May 27 at 
Fenton High School in Bensenville. "If 
it's backed by enough people someone 
will pay attention." 


The village board then voted to support 


the aviation committee in its activities 
with the council, as well as spend $200 
for the distribution of literature on air- 
port expansion. 


PARK RIDGE officials have already 


taken action against Chicago by seeking 
an injunction restraining construction of 


the northeast-southwest runway, but ac- 
cording to Elk Grove Village Atty. Ed- 
ward Hofert it has been abandoned. 


Hofert said a second suit against the 


city and the airport may be Wed by com- 
munities in DuPage County where they 
may have more of a chance of obtaining 
a favorable decision. O'Hare is mostly in 
Cook County but a southwest section lies 
in DuPage. 


Salt Creek Plans Readied 


Final plans for the 40.000 arce Salt 


Creek Watershed program in Cook Coun- 
ty will be completed in August and sub- 
mitted to Congress at its next session. 
Northwest suburban officials were told 
yesterday. 


The suburban representatives met with 


officials of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the U. S. Agriculture Department at a 
luncheon meeting to discuss progress on 
the project. 


Richard L. Duesterhaus. of the con- 


servation service, said the Cook County 
part of the project should be completed 
by 1976 if Congressional approval is ob- 
tained. 


Another meeting is scheduled with Du- 


Page County officials next week to dis- 
cuss progress on their part of the project 
which Includes 32.960 acres in that coun- 
ty. 


The $2K 3 million project is designed to 


alleviate flooding conditions in the Salt 
Creek watershed and maintain soil con- 
servation through a system of reservoirs 
and water channels. 


RESERVOIRS, which can be used for 


recreational 
purposes 
as 
well, 
are 


planned for areas at Illinois and Quentin 
Road in Palatine, west of the Reseda 
West subdivision in Palatine, south of 
Winston Park in Palatine, Busse Woods 
in Elk Grove and on both sides of Algon- 
quin Road near Harper College. 


Local of ic in Is also heard an appeal 


from Lee Biiclgman of the conservation 
service to enact legislation to help pro- 
vide "the protection for the watershed 
that wo need." 


Specifically, he asked for municipal- 


ities to require subdivision builders to 
build debris basins or flood channels dur- 
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ing construction which would help con- 
trol soil erosion during subdivision con- 
struction. 


Bridgman presented figures which he 


said showed that the watershed area has 
changed from open land to urban uses in 
an 18-month period beginning in August, 
1968. 


THE EROSION problem, he said, 


would continue to get worse as more and 
more land is developed. 


Palatine Village Pres. John L. Hoodie 


said that Bridgman's ideas were good, 
but he (Moodie) doubted if the munici- 
palities "have the legal means of accom- 
plishing them." 


Most of the problems, Moodie charged, 


occurred in areas being developed in 
unincorporated parts of Cook County. 


The county, he said, grants building 


permits that for projects that contain 
double or triple the density villages 
would like to see and the village has no 
control over them. 


Conservation officials also said they 


planned to curtail much of the originally 
scheduled 27 miles of channeling work. 
This part of the flood control program, 
they said, could be handled by the reser- 
voirs. 


Although the speciifc channeling pro- 


gram has not been designed it will take 
place in areas south of Illinois Street in 
Palatine, in the southeast part of Rolling 
Meadows and in the eastern parts of 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg.

establish priorities. "How can we de- 
cide," he asked, "whether we need a 
building commission unless we know 
what our needs are?"

ence after the defeat of the $105 million 
referendum for construction of a coun- 
tywide sewer system last March 17. 


ROBERT PALMER, Elmhurst city 


manager chairman of a joint committee 
of municipal representatives and county 
board members, agreed to call a meeting 
to review the report and decide what to 
do with it. 


The report reflected the position of spe- 


cial study committee many of which op- 
posed the countywide plan because of 
what they called "inequitable financing." 
They suggested dividing the county into 
distinct geographic watersheds and es- 
tablishing sanitary districts that would 
pi ovide their own facilities. 


Elk Grove Village strongly opposed the 


report because it suggested creating ad- 
ditional governmental units. 


"We should reshape existing govern- 


mental agencies and not add more spe- 
cial service districts," Charles Willis, 
Elk Grove village manager, said. 


WILLIS SAID Elk Grove Village would 


endorse the idea of bringing the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District (MSDj. into the 
county, "at least as far south as Thorn- 
dale Avenue " 


Mrs 
Margret Hamilton, major of 


Wheaton and president-elect of the con- 
ference, said the plan would create 11 
little autonomous districts. 


"Where do we get the authority to cut 


the county up? The state legislation men- 
tioned in the report that would allow the 
creation of the districts and the count} 
sanitary water board is extremenly 
vague and gives the districts wide pow- 
ers. 


"This little love feast portrayed in the 


report touches me deeply. We've had a 
lenghthy and loud battle over whether 
the county should assume the responsi- 
bility of sewage treatment, and now we 
are ready to approve the concept of dis- 
tricts." 


WHEATO.V aolng with Hinsdale, op- 


posed the watershed idea and urged the 
group to return to a countywide plan. 
Hanover Park also opposed the report 
because its officials weren't familiar 
with the situation. 


Roselle. 
Itasca. Wood Dale, Ben- 


senville and Addison all supported the 
plan. 


"It is a first step of a total program," 


Roselle Village Pres. Robert Frantz said,

Police, Citizens Win Merit Awards 


Mrs. Sandra Jas was alone in her Ad- 


dison apartment when she smelled a 
strong, pungent odor coming from some- 
where down the hall. 


She had heard rumors earlier, so she 


called the Addison Police Department. 
The police arrived in time to break up a 
marijuana party involving a man and 
several juveniles in another apartment. 


Mrs. Jas was one of several local Hii- 


ze.ns and 
policemen to he presented 


awards by the Addison Police Merit 
Board at its first annual awards banquet. 
h< Id at Brookwood Country Club Wednes- 
day night. 


Also highliuhtinc the i-.cniin: v.as a 


speech by Police Chief Victor Maul, uho 
told an audience of about 
l.">» (bat the 


spiraling crime rate, together with public 


indifference, is indicative of moral decay 
in the ration. 


Till-: MERIT review board was organ- 


i/ed by the Addison Junior Chamber of 
Commerce' last year for the purpose of 
recognizing local policemen and citizens 
who have performed outstanding work in 
crime prevention. 


Presently, the board consists of reprc- 


siT.ta'.ivrs from the Jaycoes. the Kiwanis 
Club, and three industrial associations. 
Dave Mulderink. president of the board, 
told the large audience. "We gather here 
this evening to rccognixu those citizens 
and policemen who are most deserving." 


Another citizen receiving the Citizen's 


Award was Mershal Nance, a gasoline 
transport driver who saw a burglary tak- 


ing place at a local bowling alley and 
called the police — and then went in to 
help the police apprehend: the burglars. 


"I didn't know whether to run after 


them or the other way," Nance told the 
Register following the ceremony. 


CHARLES CRUDER received a Com- 


mendation for Excellence Award for con- 
ducting his own investigation and dis- 
covering that his son and some other 
boys had buried several items of stolen 
property around his house. 


Patrolmen Victor Tyther and Ray 


Markham also received Commendation 
for Excellence awards for apprehending 
an individual who had broken into a local 
laundromat. 


Patrolman Richard Vera received the 


Outstanding Policeman Award for over- 
all service to the department. 


Prior to the award ceremony. Maul 


spoke of the spiraling crime rate facng 
this nation. 


"Four and one-half million serious 


crimes were committed in 1968. a 17 per 
cent rise over 1967,'' he said. "There was 
a 78 per cent increase in juvenile crimes 
between 1967 and 1968. Lawlessness has 
increased nine times as fast as our popu- 
lation." 


MAUL SAID that with riots on the 


campuses and in the streets, and ramp- 
ant drug abuse, the people were witness- 
ing the moral decay of their country. 


"Unless men of strong moral con- 


viction join our police effort, crime will 


steadily increase," he said. "The people 
will get law and order if they rally be- 
hind the police of this country." 


Maul said that he realized this was dif- 


ficult when the police were constantly 
being cast in the role of the villain. "I'm 
tired of these charges!" he said. "Ac- 
cording to J. Edgar Hoover, (FBI direc- 
tor), more than 90 attacks were made on 
policemen by extremists in 1969." 


But the police chief emphasized that 


the winds of change were blowing, that 
the public was "fed up" with crime and 
disorder, and that we would soon see a 
stiffening of attitudes in the enforce- 
ment of the law. 


MAUL CALLED on private citizens to 


vote for candidates who stood for strong- 


er law enforcement; on local business, 
professional and industrial leaders to 
join the crusade against the chaos in our 
streets; and on local organizations such 
as the Jaycees, Lions Club, and Kiwanis 
Club to join the effort against crime 
which has no respect for age, color, or 
national creed. 


"We need more training, more offi- 


cers, better pay and more citizens par- 
ticipating in police programs," he said. 
"The police and the police alone stand 
between the citizens and chaos on our 
streets." 


Maul concluded that, despite the crit- 


ics, the police officer holds a place in the 
heart of Americans that no one else 
holds.

Sister Mary Colette, principal of St. Jo- 


seph High School in Addison. said that if

Tell 'Rules' For Tornado 


The tornado season is here and Addi- 


son officials have prepared a basic, in- 
formative guide telling residents what to 
do in case a twister strikes. 


The Register, in conjunction with that 


report, today presents a guildeine for 
residents, telling them what they should 
do during such an emergency and in- 
forminu them of what the police, fire de- 
partments and civil defense units are at- 
tempting to do to keep them safe. 


In essence the general instructions 


residents should follow begins when an 
alert signal is heard. The signal will be 
sounded from the fire department's main 
station and will consist of a level tone of 
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from 3 to 5 minutes duration. 


ON RECEIPT of this signal, the gener- 


al public is urged to turn on their radios 
for instructions. Information and control 
centers would be set up at the village 
hall, 543-2171; or an alternate in the 
basement of the Addison Savings and 
Loan Association, 543-5800. 


The public is urged to give maximum 


cooperation to the emergency 
forces 


which includes medical, police, civil de- 
fense and other groups. They are urged 
especially to stay clear of areas which 
have been directly affected by the tor- 
nado and advised to evacuate and not re- 
enter buildings which have sustained 
damage. 


Police, civil defense and fire vehicles 


will, i! time permits, patrol the village 
announcing the impending emergency. 
Residents will be advised by them to 
take shelter in the lowest sections of 
their houses. 


The plan has been correlated with Illi- 


nois Emergency Preparedness Plan, and 
the village has requested neighborhood 
villages to coordinate their alert signals 
with Addison's so there wouldn't be any 
overlapping signal which may cause any 
confusion.

But, they said, the money for the build- 
ing has already been approved by the 
taxpayer. Passage of the proposal on the 
referendum makes construction of the 
building legal.

Driscoll: 


An Example 
For Youth 


Amid the noise and the rubble, 


there is mostly good in today's 
youth. 


Witness the activities of the stu- 


dent body at Addison's Driscoll 
High School, a Catholic institution 
in which financial problems rival 
those of other private schools. 


When the school was threatened 


to be closed by Bishop Romeo 
Blanchette of the Joliet Diocese be- 
cause of money problems after 
only four years of existence, the 
students, 
as well as parents 


groups, banded together in con- 
structive fashion. 


A major contribution came from 


the parents in the way of two din- 
ner dances which raised ?18,000 in 
the last two years. And the stu- 
dents, if not donating a large 
chunk of money raised in that peri- 
od of time, pitched in a good por- 
tion of the funds the school needed 
to pay its bills. 


One of the ways money was 


raised was the operation of a con- 
cession stand built by three stu- 
dents during the summer months. 
After school and at various func- 
tions, snacks and soft drinks are 
served to students and the profits 
go directly to the school. About 
money brought in through the can- 
$2,200 will be raised this year from 
teen. 


Another manner in which the stu- 


dents have raised money is by 
holding dances. Several mixers 
were held in the pa'st two years 
with varying degrees of success. 
Tonight at 7:30 p.m., the final 
dance of the year will be held with 
the hopes of a big turnout.

The admission price is only 81.50 
and it is a small price to pay for P 
worthwhile event.

She previously lived in a dilapidated 


house trailer at 2118 E. Higgins Rd., near 
Rte. 72 and Busse Road, Elk Grove 
Township. The trailer had been without 
heat and water for several days before 
friends moved her into the church. It has 
been termed beyond repair. 


THE KIWANIS Club, at the urging of 


the Rev. Crail, a member, is the 
recipient of funds for a trailer in the In- 
ternational Trailer Park on south Mount 
Prospect Road in the township, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Diane Greenholdt, an Elk 
Grove Village housing task force mem- 
ber. 


The club has contributed $50 and 


pledged another $100 for purchase of the 
trailer. In addition, the Jaycees and 
Neighbors at Work (NAW) organization, 
have pledged money. 


Mrs. Greenholdt said she has sent let- 


ters to about 25 churches and civic 


groups in the community asking for do- 
nations. She said about S2,400 is needed. 


Mrs. Lopez' only source of money is 


from Cook County Department of Public 
Aid. Money from the county may be ap- 
plied to mortgage payments for the trail- 
er in which Mrs. Lopez is expected to 
move into in June, said Mrs. Greenholdt. 


MRS. GREENHOLDT has been active 


with a subcommittee of the task force 
which is charged with finding homes for 


Mexican-American families in need of 
housing. 


Rev. Crail is pastor of the Elk Grove 


Wesleyan Church, 545 Landmeier Rd.. 
where another family has been living 
since February following their eviction 
from a shack in the township. 


A trailer for the Santana Gonzalez 


family has been obtained but there is no 
place to put it. It currently is parked be- 
hind the church.

Township Suit Lawyer Hired 


A group of Elk Grove Village residents 


have found a lawyer who is expected to 
bundle a suit against Elk Grove Town- 
ship officials over (lie annual town meet- 
ing April 14. 


The group of 15 couples mostly from 


Elk Grove Village, calling themselves 
taxpayers for Better Government in Elk 
Grove Township, decided soon after the 
meeting to sue. 


Action was stalled when a lawyer could 


not be acquired. 


Attorney Fred Bragicl of Arlington 


Heights, formerly of Elk Grove Village, 
has accepted the case. 


Two couples intend to file a class suit 


on behalf of all citizens of Elk Grove 
Township. Thirteen other couples are 
supporting citizens of the suit. 


The couples filing are Mr. and Mrs. 


Thomas Rotlgcrs of 57 Keswick Road, 


and Mr. and Mrs. Donald Todd of 88 
Kennedy Blvd. 


"ESSENTIALLY WE feel thnt by hold- 


ing the meeting at 2 p.m., a very incon- 
venient time and in a very inconvenient 
facility, most of the 31,000 township vot- 
ers were disenfranchised," Mrs. Rodgers 
explained. 


She added that Bragiel had planned to 


file the suit this week in the Cook County 
Circuit Court but decided to wait until 
May 22. 


A similar suit is being tried in Bremen 


Township on that day, according to Mrs, 
Rodgers. Residents in the Cook County 
township south of Chicago filed the suit 
because of a 2 p.m. annual meeting also, 
she said. 


"Our course of action may depend 


upon what they do there," she said, she 
explained, "If they win the case natural- 


ly it would be helpful to us, but if they 
lose we would still go ahead." 


The purpose of the suit is to have the 


court set aside the April 14 township 
meeting and order a new meeting be 
held at a time and place suitable for the 
people in the township. 


SHE ADDED, "we hope that people 


care enough about the township to come 
and vote and have some say in what is 
happening in their township." 


Action at the annual meeting included 


approval of a $261,000 budget, which Mrs. 
Rodgers called "extremely excessive." 


She explained that it was excessive in 


that it almost doubled last year's ex- 
penditures, and excessive for the needs 
of the township. 


She stressed however, that the suit was 


not challenging the form of government 
itself.

She added, "We are hoping to get some 


support in other areas of the township."

wallet to me. That's just my opinion; I 
don't know that for a fact. 


"I DON'T KNOW how much money 1 


had in it at the time either but it came 
back with a new J5 bill in it and I'm 


going to save that. I have a feeling it 
was taken by someone who knew me. I 
don't know why, but I just have a feel- 
ing. 


"We've lived in Mount Prospect for 20 


years in the same house and I never 
heard of anything like this ever happen- 
ing before. It's really unusual," she said. 


Inside her wallet were all the old 


receipts, credit cards and other items 
she had lost, including seven pictures of 
her children, a driver's license which ex- 
pired in August of 1957, and tickets to a 
bowling banquet at Old Orchard Country 
Club which was held April 25, 1957.

northern Idaho and parts of Oregon and 
Montana. 


Only eight months after Medicine 


Creek, however, the Indians took to the 
warpath claiming that Stevens and the 
res: of the "Bostons" — as they called 
Americans — had tricked them. 


The Indians did not like the reservation 


system called for in the treaties and they 
cared even less for the white man's 
tedious practice of farming. 


Even so, when the war came in 1855, 


many powerful tribes declined to fight 
and chose to sit it out on the reserva- 
tions. 


ALTHOUGH IT was lightweight as 


such things go, the Northwest Indian 
War of 1855-56 had side effects that 
reached as far as Washington, D.C., 
where the Senate refused to ratify all of 
Stevens' treaties except the Medicine 
Creek pact, which was approved before 
the fighting began. 


The other treaties were ratified from 


three to four years later, and then only 
after Stevens personally lobbied for 
them. 


In the interim, Stevens himself had 


second thoughts about the Puget Sound 
pacts and in 1857 he asked George Many- 
penny, commissioner of Indian affairs 
to give three tribes more land. 


The request, which eventually was ap- 


proved by Pierce, included a new reser- 
vation "at Muckleshoot Prairie, where 
there is a military station about to be 
abandoned." 


In what has turned out to be a bit of 


irony, militant Indians and their sympa- 
thizers today are demanding that a por- 
tion of Ft. Lawton in Seattle, about 20 
miles from the Muckleshoot preserve, 
be set aside for Indian use when the land 
is declared federal surplus soon. 


Nothing in any Puget Sound treaty 


gives the Indians the right to claim land 
outside their reservations, which usually 
were established by presidential execu- 
tive order. 


BUT MILITANTS such as Bob Satia- 


cum, self-proclaimed chief of the Pay- 
allup tribe, have contended for several 
years that the treaties, by themselves, 
are not really very important. 


"It's like any other business deal," 


Satiacum said recently. 


"When businessmen make a deal, they 


talk it over first and then it is formalized 
in writing." 


He contends the Indians were told one 


thing, and then something else was writ- 
ten into the treaties. 


Not all members of the so-called In- 


dian establishment go along with Satia- 
cum's militant demands, and he has 
been denounced by some of them as a 
publicity seeker who "degrades the true 
Indian cause." 


In addition to his newly rejuvenated in- 


terest in more land, Saticaum also has 
been a leader in the sometimes violent 
fish-in movement of recent years. 


One such fish-in and an ensuing trial 


vividly dramatized the spat between 


"renegades" and the "establishment." 


IN 1966 BLACK activist Dick Gregory 


took part in a protest fish-in on the Nis- 
qually River. Elmer Kalama, then Nis- 
qually tribal chairman, went out of his 
way to state clearly he neither wanted 
nor had asked for Gregory's help. 


When Gregory later went on trial for 


illegal net fishing, Kalama was a prose- 
cution witness. Gregory was convicted 
and sent to jail for a month. 


Although the dispute between tribal 


leaders and militants continues, both In- 
dian groups want more off-reservation 
fishing rights. Here again, the Stevens 
treaties come into the picture. 


Where applicable, the Stevens pacts 


contained a separate clause to the effect 
that the Indians were to be allowed to 
fish in usual and accustomed places "in 
common" with other citizens of the ter- 
ritory. Annual salmon and steel head 
trout runs were vital to the Indians and 
Stevens, according to a Department of 
Interior report, acknowledge this when 
he wrote: 


"It was thought necessary to allow 


them to fish at all accustomed places, 
since this would not in any manner inter- 
fere with the rights of citizens, and was 
necessary for the Indians to obtain a sub- 
sistence." 


THAT SOUNDED SIMPLE enough, but 


the formal treated language included the 
"in common" phrase which, several 
states, in the past, have contended 
means Indians are not to be given any 


rights not given to non-Indians. 


Other circumstances have also com- 


bined to cloud the issue. Perhaps the 
most important was the death of Gov. 
Stevens in the Civil War. Stevens, then a 
major general in the Union Army, fell 
during the battle of Chantilly, Va., in 
1862. He was only 43. 


The tragedy was compounded by the 


fact that he was well aware of the con- 
troversy surrounding the Washington ter- 
ritory agreements and had planned to 
write a full explanation someday. 


"I trust the time will come when I 


shall be able to vindicate them and show 
that they were wise and proper, and that 
they accomplished a great end," he 
wrote. 


With the treaty questions never really 


clarified, the controversy has boiled for 


well over a century. 


PAST COURT decisions on the fishing 


dispute have reflected the confusion, but 
there are indications a new line of rea- 
soning may prevail soon. Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Robert Belloni of Portland. 
Ore., has ruled that while the states have 
'•full and complete power" to regulate 
all fishing, the Indians have the right to 
a fair and equitable share of fish. 


"Some of the fish now taken by sports- 


men and commercial fishermen must be 
shared with the treaty Indians, as our 
forefathers promised 
over 100 years 


ago." Belloni's landmark ruling said. 


The Northwest Indians made skeptical 


by more than a century of dealing with 
white men. are not counting their fish 
yet — nor parcelling out "surplus" gov- 
ernment land.

Brother Edward Fallen, principal of 


Addison's Driscoll Catholic High School, 
said yesterday the recent decision of the 
Illinois Senate Education Committee to 
vote down legislation which would have 
established state aid to nonpublic schools 
was a disaster. 


The bill the committee killed, which 


was a version of a parochial aid bill the 
House passed earlier, has virtually as- 
sured the death of parochial aid in this 
session of the General Assembly. 


"Even if the state aid came through," 


said Brother Edward, "some of the paro- 
chial schools would have to close — but 
er numbers." 
now they will close down in much great- 
er numbers." 


Brother Edward said tight money, in- 


creases in teachers' salaries, and a dras- 
tic drop in funding were behind the crisis 
facing the parochial schools. 


"THE BILL FOR parochial aid asked 


for $90 for each high school student," he 
said. "That's only 8 per cent of what it 
costs to educate a high school student in 
this country." 


Brother Edward said the cost of edu- 


cating students was even higher in Com- 
munity High School District 88. "It costs 
$1,015.81 to educate one student for one 
year in this district," he said. "So we're 
talking about $90 which is a very min- 
imal contribution.' ' 


Brother Edward said he did not see an 


immediate crisis facing Driscoll within 
the next year. "We get good community 
support from parents and students," he 
said. "Hoepfully they can meet this chal- 
lenge. But the future is bleak. If there is 
not some sort of aid forthcoming, we will 
probably be forced to close eventually." 


Driscoll serves north DuPage county. 


Road Work 
Explained 


Addison officials received a reply this 


week from state highway engineer Sig- 
mund Ziejewski over the traffic condi- 
tions caused by work near the inter- 
change of Rte. li:i and Lake Street east of 
the village. 


The Addison Village Board instructed 


William Drury, village administator to 
send the letter of protest over the poor 
conditions, detours and lack of pedestri- 
an safety. Nearly three weeks after, the 
reply came. 


Ziejewski replied following four days of 


on-the-spot inspection that: 


"The temporary runarounds are being 


maintained in an operating condition in 
the following manner. In addition to 
frequent and extensive patching, two 
areas of the Salt Creek runaround have 
already been removed and replaced,and 
pavement marking renewed for the third 
time. Additional overhead lighting has 
been provided and traffic control devices 
are constantly being inspected by our 
traffic bureau." 


HE ADDED IN respect to pedestrians, 


no provisions were in existence before 
the start of present construction. He said 
the only pedestrians observed in this 
area were construction personnel. 


Ziejewski also complained that motor- 


ists were violating the traffic control 
turn and speed regulations. He said an 
unmarked state police car has clocked 
speeders as high as 20 m.p.h. over the 
construction speed zone limit. 


The engineer said delays and traffic 


hinderanees were unavoidable during 
this peak season of construction in Du- 
Page County. He added motorists will 
experience even more inconvenience in 
August and September. 


Stricter law enforcement was urged by 


Ziejewski as the answer to traffic safety. 


DRURY INDICATED he wasn't com- 


pletely satisfied with the response, but 
added the village board would have to 
decide actions in this matter. 


Construction east of Villa Avenue on 


Lake Street and around Route 83 is un- 
derway as part of the extension of 1-90 
past Addison and the rerouting of Villa 
Avenue to link-up with Wood Dale Road. 
Work is expected to last past Jan. 1 and 
possibly into next summer.

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More To It Than Just A Lowered Flag

News Analysis 


L'niil last week. Harper College in 


southwestern Palatine w-as the last place 
in the world to look for campus political 
dissent. 


Harper, in its three years of life and its 


nine months on its 208-acre campus at 
Algonquin and Roselle Road, had never 
seen a serious political protest. 


However, its first controversy, which 


l>egan quietly Wednesday morning and 
dragged into this wi>ek. welded many 
students into an anti-administration posi- 
tion, hrough* to the surface several vocal 
faculty members, drove 
tin? adminis- 


tration into a corner and leveled sharp 
community criticism nt Harper. 


The string of events l>ei>an Monday af- 


ternoon. May •!. when four students were 
shot tn death at Kent Stat" I'nivprsity. 


ON Tl'FSDAV. Harper students, over 


coffee or in classes, talked sadly and 
clinically about the event. But there was 
no protect 


Wednesday, 
however, was 
different. 


Early that sunny murning. a smaMl group 
of students walked out onto the plaza in 
front of the College Center and lowered 
the American flag to half-staff. As they 
did throughout the next few days, they 
followed 
flag etiquette 
liy completely 


lowering the flag, then raising it to half- 
staff. 


The college's administration 
reacted 


quickly. James Harvey, vice president in 
charge of student affairs, asked the stu- 
dents to rai.se the flag to full staff. They 
refused, so Harvey collected ,-ix identi- 
fication cards from students. 


Then. Harvey went inside and huddled 


v ith five other administrators. They in 
turn conferred with Don Duffy of Rolling 
Meadows, president of the Student Sen-

ate. The administrators told Duffy that 
they would consider a majority petition 
to lower the flag: Duffy and the group 
went outside and told the students what 
the conditions of the agreement were. 


AFTER A BRIEF and mildly heated 


discussion, the students agreed to reraise 
the flag and circulate petitions for a sev- 
en-day flag lowering. 


All afternoon, that evening and the fol- 


lowing 
morning, 
the 
petitions 
were 


passed, and 1,600 signatures were collect- 
ed. 


As students collected signatures and 


Martin Ryan, an English 
instructor, 


polled the Faculty Senate to support a 
flag lowering, the administration quietly 
decided to ask the students for three 
days, rather than a week of the flag at 
half-staff. 


On Thursday, thirty minutes before the 


Student Senate met to approve the peti- 
tions, an administration spokesman told 
a reporter about the coming recommen- 
dation. The Senate approved the seven- 
day petitions and sent Duffy and Ray 
Sklencnr, 
a 
student 
from Arlington 


Heights, to confer with Harvey. 


Meanwhile, perhaps twenty students 


surrounded the flagpole. As the crowd 
nearby grew to perhaps 100 persons, the 
students grew impatient and lowered the 
flac to half-staff. 
SO, THE ADMINISTRATION, under the 


gun of student disobedience, asked for 
time to negotiate, while calling the Pala- 
tine police. The students, with more fac- 
ulty members pressing close around the 
flag, agreed after a heated discussion to 
raise Ihe flag — for l."i minutes. The en- 
tire group left the meeting with an 
apparent agreement: three days. 


On Friday, the apparent agreement be- 


came null and void, according to the stu- 
dents. At a noon service to honor the 
Kent 
students, several speakers, in- 


cluding Sklcncar and Boh Yadon, anoth- 
er student from Arlington Heights, ar- 
gued that the administration had broken 
the democratic process by ignoring the 
p e t i t i o n for a seven-day morato- 
rium. 


Harvey, who had been an effective 


spokesman 
throughout the crisis, an- 


swered that the college was "deeply 
committed" to the democratic process. 
And he asserted that the faculty petitions 
did not seek a specific period of time (a 
faet which Ryan confirmed). 


"As a student, your perspective is dif- 


ferent than ours." .said Harvey, and he 
conceded that the administration had to 
consider the views of both the students 
and the community. 


NOW, 
RYAN and other faculty mem- 


bers stated that they backed the stu- 
dent's position. And, as trustee Joseph 
Morton looked on. Harvey's logic and ar- 
gument was almost shouted down by 
many of the 100 students watching the 
debate. 


Most of the students and the faculty 


members who spoke supported the sev- 
en-day period, and they did not ask for 
violence nine student who suggested

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'•closing the college" was booed). But it 
was apparent that, on Monday morning, 
when the flag was due to return to full 
staff, 20 or 30 students would be present 
to lower it to half-staff again. 


And Duffy, the man who had been a 


bargaining agent for the administration, 
had eased himself away from the admin- 
istration's position and now sided more 
directly with Sklencar, Yadon and other 
students. 


Harvey asked Duffy to convene the stu- 


dent Senate in special session, but Duffy 
was unable to gather a quorum of sena- 
tors for a meeting. 


At 4:30 p.m. Saturday, the board heard 


Harvey describe the events of the three 
days, heard Ryan explain that he had 
polled 13 faculty members Friday night 
and all supported the seven-day period, 
and heard students and faculty members 
state their positions. 


The board also heard Gerald Band- 


emer, 29. of Schaumburg present a 215- 
signature petition opposing the student's 
actions in lowering the flag. It was a 
sharp public denunciation in defense of 
the flag, of the action. 


DR. ROBERT LAIITI, Harper Presi- 


dent, prior to the board's vote, asserted 
that the decision needed was not about 
the flag, but how to prevent further com- 
munity polarization on the issue. He ex- 
plained that he felt the three-day period 
was a compromise when he had talked to 
Harvey. 


"Jim, whatever we do, we aren't going 


to win," he said he told Harvey earlier in 
the week. 


The board then went into a 30-minute 


closed session and then returned. They 
unanimously backed the seven-day peri- 
od. 


At 8 a.m. Monday, several students re- 


turned to Harper to watch the flag go to 


half-staff. However, the staff wasn't pre- 
sent; somebody had cut the halyard. By 
3 p.m.. the ;'lag was up. thanks to a snor- 
kel from the Palatine Dept. of Public 
Works. 


Today,-the flag is back at full-staff, as 


the seven-day period is over. However. 
the many results and possible implica- 
tions of the dispute are becoming appar- 
ent. 


One, 
the board has taken a position 


counter to that of the administration. 
partially in an effort to prevent polariza- 
tion. It is not clear at this point what 
effect that will have on board-adminis- 
tration relations. 


SECOND. HARPER is going to have to 


live with a powerfully adverse public re- 
action. Phone calls have heavily opposed 
what the callers regard as "capitulation" 
to the students. 


Some callers, however, have argued 


otherwise. Mrs. Robert Wilson of Mount 
Prospect, a unsuccessful board candidate 
this spring, asserted that if the students 
had wanted to lower the flag for three 
months, they should have been allowed 
to do so. 


Behind the negative public reaction, of 


course, is the college's projected Septem- 
ber referendum. If administrators were 
grim before last week, they are ashen- 
faced as they consider voter passage of 
that tax hike. 


Lahti stated it so well when he said 


that (he college lost either way. If the 
three-day period had stood, a violent po- 
lice-student confrontation could have oc- 
curred; with seven days, it makes the 
colleges look more liberal than the com- 


munity 
and 
the 
community 
is 
con- 


servative. 


THIRD. THE FACILTY. for perhaps 


the first time, took a gutsy public por- 
tion. They have been accused of :::nidi'> 
due to upcoming tenure decisions, but a 
large number were publicly ouispoxen on 
this issue. 


Finally, the students have spoken, al- 


though there were some students who op- 
posed the flag-lowering. They. tco. have 
asserted power, and in the future the\ 
may work more directly with the board, 
as many feel the administration U unres- 
ponsive. 


Perhaps it wasn't a majority that low- 


ered the flag, but the students were ang- 
ry enough, after they followed the col- 
lege's processes, to prompt board atten- 
tion. 


FINALLY. HARPKR'S process must 


be viewed in terms of time and severity. 
First, Harper has been in Palatine :'or 
only a year: administration mishandling 
of the crisis, if that did occur, can par- 
tially be chalked off to inexperience. 


Second, and most important. Harper's 


crisis was peaceful. The only physic.:; 
damage was the slashed halyard. Poiicv 
with riot gas and guns did not engage 
students in confrontation: the solution 
was reached through rational discussion. 


Against the specter of Kent State anJ 


the University of Wisconsin. Harper's ex- 
perience was a Sunday School picnii-. 
Against the past recordd of the Harper 
campus dissent, however, it was a 
trauma. It is an experience which will. 
perhaps, stain the college with future 
psychic and financial scars.

"Convictions 
have been won against four of these deal- 
ers, and federal prosecution is under way 
against the remainder." 


During the last six months of 1969, 


there were 29 federal indictments — al- 
most double the 15 indictments obtained 
during the same period in 1968. Sixteen 
additional cases have been formally pre- 
sented to United States Attorneys for 
possible prosecution. 


BLOl/'NT NOTED that the average 


lapse of time between presentation of 
evidence to U. S. Attorneys and initiation 
of prosecution had been reduced to less 
than one-third the time formerly re- 
quired — from about 12 weeks as the 
beginning of 1969 to less than four weeks 
during the last six months of the year. 


Blount also pointed to signs of a less 


permissive attitude by the courts as rea- 
son to believe "the tide at last is turning 
against the nation's smut dealers." He 
Ceiled a number of recent cases in which 


out of Philadelphia continued his mail or- 
der activities while awaiting trial. When 
a new indictment was returned on Feb. 
19, a search and seizure warrant was ob- 
tained from the U. S. District Court and 
served on the establishment. Thousands 
of mailing circulars, address plates and 
other instruments were seized. 


While the government is cracking 


down on domestic smut peddlers, Blount 
said the foreign obscenity dealer is not 
escaping the attention of the Post Office 
Department. During 1969, about 230 for- 
eign unlawful orders were obtained 
a g a i n s t overseas-based pornography 
mailers, an increase of nearly 200 over 
the previous year. These orders forbid 
delivery of mail addressed to the foreign 
dealer or the payment of any money or- 
der addressed to him or his representa- 
tive. All affected mail is returned to the 
sender stamped "Unlawful."

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The Way We See It 
Bold Stand Needed 


A bold policy to eliminate the 


threat of thermal pollution to Lake 
Michigan 
was 
announced 
last 


Thursday by the U.S. Interior De- 
partment. 


A day later the department's 


backbone appeared to have wilted. 
a n d 
officials 
referred 
to an 


"emerging" policy 
with "points 


that might be open for discussion." 


The policy, when it "emerges" 


in the form of an official standard, 
will have enormous impact on pow- 
er companies, industries, munici- 
palities and others who pour large 
volumes of heated water into our 
waterways. 
As 
announced 
last 


week the Interior Department pol- 
icy would have required that water 
discharged 
into Lake 
Michigan 


should be no more than one degree 
warmer than the lake at the point 
of discharge 


An immediate target would be 


the 
nuclear 
power 
generating 


plants which will soon ring Lake 
Michigan, including one at Zion 
That plant would draw two billion 


gallons of water a day from the 
lake to cool machinery and then re- 
turn it up to 20 degrees warmer 
than lake temperature. 


The Interior policy, if it emerges 


intact and is enforced, would force 
the installation of costly cooling 
equipment. 


Scientists are uncertain of the 


degree and kinds of potential dam- 
age heated water can inflict on the 
marine life of a body of water. A 
legal test is shaping up now over 
federal insistence that a Florida 
power company stop releasing hot 
water near the Biscayne Bay Na- 
tional Monument. 


Uncertainty, however, should not 


be a license for actions that could 
inflict irreparable damage on our 
natural resources. Once nuclear 
generating plants are built and be- 
gin to release significant levels of 
heated water into the lake, it could 
take years to document significant 
damage to the lake, more years to 
force the power companies to act 
and still more years for the cooling 


equipment to be built and oper- 
ating. 


Foresight is essential, as it was 


in the case recently of 
Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. deciding to 
spend an extra SI million at Zion to 
prevent leakage of radioactive tri- 
tium into Lake Michigan. The deci- 
sion, highly laudable, was made 
despite a U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice survey indicating the accumu- 
lated tritium wastes would prob- 
ably not be a significant hazard to 
health. 


The temptation to add calculated 


risk on calculated risk is spurred 
by economic realities. Investment 
in anti-pollution equipment is ex- 
pensive and doesn't show up favor- 
ably on corporate balance sheets 
the way other equipment 
pur- 


chases do. 


For that reason strong govern- 


ment policies are needed to supply 
the incentive. We hope the Interior 
Department 
will 
withstand 
the 


temptation to weaken its one-de- 
gree rule. 


Route Could End A Bottleneck 


DuPagc County highway officials 


are studying what looks like an ex- 
cellent solution to some of the 
worst 
traffic 
congestion in the 


county. 


They have tentative plans to ex- 


tend Addison Road north from its 
present terminus with Irving Park 
Road, linking it to an interchange 
planned on the Klgin-O'Hare Ex- 
pressway 
near 
Thorndale 
and 


Prospect roads. 


The extension would involve only 


a few miles of pavement, but 
they'd be a very significant few- 
miles in terms of highway efficien- 
cy. 


It has been obvious for years 


Ravines 


that DuPage County has needed a 
better north-south 
flow of traf- 


fic, with Rt. 83, York Road, Wood 
Dale Road and Rt. 53 clearly over- 
burdened. The abrupt termination 
of Addison Road only complicates 
the problem, and contributes to 
what is considered the worst single 
bottleneck in the county. That's the 
daily jam at the intersection of Ir- 
ving Park and Wood Dale roads, 
where cars back up a mile to the 
east and west during morning and 
afternoon rush hours. 


To solve that bottleneck alone, 


the Addison Road extension makes 
sense. But it could also aid all four 
directions of traffic providing an- 


other alternative route north, and 
direct access to the expressway. 


An additional benefit would be to 


the Village of Wood Dale, which 
would gain a road access to the 80- 
acre Carlton Industries tract, now 
the center of an annexation battle 
with Itasca. 


The potential stumbling block is

Road 


tracks and Springbrook and Salt 
creeks. 


But the county plans extensive 


research of all aspects of the ex- 
tension this summer, and should 
move full speed ahead.

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The Political Beat 


A New Political Element

In the aftermath of the week of the 


presidential announcement of the begin- 
ning of the Cambodian operation which 
startled the nation as few events have 
since Pearl Harbor a national assess- 
ment is still on progress about what it all 
means. 


There is no question that the dimen- 


sions and dedication of the student dis- 
sent throughout (he land not only caught 
the Nixon Administration unprepared but 
surprised the nation. Students at the col- 
leges and universities in America are a 
political force to be reckoned with in the 
future, especially at future elections 


WHAT HAS happened can be called a 


watershed when the halls of academy 
were vacated and the ivory towers aban- 
doned for meaningful adventures in the 
streets in opposition politics. The bold- 
ness and daring of thousands of stu- 
dents in every state in tlie union has 
awed the establishment and brought no 
little concern to the minds of party politi- 
cians. 


Take the young men and women in 


America today between the ages of 16 
and 22 and you have a political force 
worth a thousand battalions of party pre- 
cinct eommittcemen. The reason is that 
these kids are informed about their gov- 
ernment, the economy and history. They 
are mature in this knowledge and they 
have a moral sense. They want respect 
and refuse to be deceived. None of the 
traditional bunk, they say. 


This is a new phenomenon for the poli- 


ticians of both major parties to contend 


with and they are plainly showing their 
discomfiture in dealing with this new 
force on the political scene. But there 
is endless vote potential here and an in- 
exhaustible source of personnel for cam- 
paigning. The nation is confronted with a 
rising group of voters that is not yet con- 
scious of its unique power. 


IN THIS REGARD it is interesting to 


note the way Illinois GOP and Democrat- 
ic Senate candidates are appraising the 
rise of the college youth. It is not too 
much to say either that this past week of 
youth dissent has probably done more 
than anything else to cancel out those 
much advertised debates between Adlai 
E. Stevenson III and Ralph T. Smith, 
GOP and Democratic Illinois senate con- 
testants next November. They can now 
add nothing. 


Both have treated the "dissent" with 


discretion, giving the impression they 
are not quite sure just what it means. A 
good politician always refrains 
from 


rushing in \\ here angels are wary. 


But Stevenson seems to show a little 


more sympathy with their problems and 
to possess a better understanding of 
what's going on behind those academic 
walls. Stevenson is wooing the gifted 
ones. He can speak their language. He 
sees their value along the campaign 
trail. 


SEN. 
SMITH, OX the other hand, 


seems to resent the intrusion of dissent 
on the political scene in Illinois. It causes 
problems that a conservative candidate 
must adjust to in a changing society. His 
own party is undergoing profound change 


everywhere in Illinois. So the Senator is 
playing it safe. He is calling for "law 
and order" on the campus as well as in 
the streets 
Let the college adminis- 


trators develop some backbone, end this 
permissiveness and put the campus kids 
in their place. Smith is betting that the 
conservative temper will assert itself in 
full strength between now and November 
and that the Republicans will prevail. 


But the campus kids have tasted of 


that sweet nectar of dissent in what they 
call "a just cause" and as Carlyle sug- 
gested: Whoever drinks from this cup his 
thirst shall never be quenched. The 
19GO's raised a lot of questions all over 
America and those questions seem des- 
tined to hit the political arena and be- 
come major issues in the 1970's There 
will be dissent from practices that have 
served their time and are no longer rele- 
vant. For one thing women are headed 
for more and greater roles in public af- 
fairs. 


But you can be assured that the 


campus kids will continue to move fur- 
ther into the limelight. Mature and arti- 
culate, knowing neither failure or defeat. 
they have what it takes to achieve what 
to older generations is downright impos- 
sible. Without prejudice, without hatreds, 
without self-seeking they can build a 
power that can perform virtual miracles. 
This is the meaning of America's 
campus dissent. Directed by an informed 
intelligence and a moral fervor, the 
campus kids are confident they can turn 
America around so it can resume its 
proclaimed historic destiny. 


For Harper, Still Time 


The Fence Post 


It was the kind of a warm but not un- 


comfortable Spring day 
that 
brings 


people out into the noonday sun. 


Some 200 Harper students, faculty and 


administration stood and sat around the 
two fine poles, listening to the Rev. Ru- 
pert Lovely lead a memorial service to 
the four slnin Kent State students. 


AT NORTHERN ILLINOIS University. 


some 300 students had gone on a rock- 
throwing spree in the downtown DeKalb 
shopping area. At ilarper. the flags were 
flying at half-must. A few yards from the 
flags students played Softball on the 
grass. 


At Harper there was still time. 
To the side of the memorial service a 


sprinkler slowly sprayed water on newly- 
sodded grajs. Landscapers were putting 
in shrubs. Near their trucks, two stu- 
dents tossed around a ball. A bare 
chested 
student, 
carrying his shirt 


wrapped around his neck, joined the me- 
morial observers. 


At the Vniversity of Chicago 80 per 


cent of the undergraduates were boycott- 
ing Classes. At Harper on this warm Fri- 
day, May 8 day. students listened quietly 
to one of their own tell them the flag was 
going to stay at half-mast for seven days 
as they wanted, not at three days as the 
administration wanted. He got scattered 
applause. 


OTHER STUDENTS took the micro- 


phooe and talked of not wanting to be 
arrested: of the Democratic process: of 
1.600 signatures collected in one day in 
support of the flag at half-mast for seven 
days: of Student Senate and Faculty Sen- 
ate approval: of "working through the 
Democratic process;" of writing your 
congressmen: of "doing what you want 
within the law — violence isn't a good 
thing." 


At Harper there was still time.

Classes were cancelled at Roosevelt, 


Loyola, DePaul, at Central YMCA Com- 
munity College in Chicago. At Harper, a 
student took the mike and shouted that 
the school should be closed down com- 
pletely just as Northwestern had been, 
lie was shouted off the stage with cries 
of "No!" and "We're here for an educa- 
tion!" from the same students who sup- 
ported the lowering of the flag for seven 
days. 


A MEMBER OF THE administration 


took the mike and got a round of ap- 
plause. As he talked of the democratic 
system and its built-in process of orderly 
change, a plane flew overhead, leaving .a 
trail of jet smoke as it headed for O'Hare 
Field. 


The faces of the students showed slight 


boredom. Only when he said that the ad- 
ministration had not called the police 
onto the campu? the day before did some 
of the students come to life. They came 
further to life when he asserted that the 
school had to take the feelings of the 
community-at-large into account because 
Harper represented the entire commu- 
nity, not just the students. 


A faculty member then took the mike 


and said: "This institution isn't here to 
cater to the John Birch Society." He got 
the most sustained applause so far of the 
day. 


The administration spokesman took the 


mike again to answer questions from the 
students. Some started shouting at him 
and were told by their fellow-students on 
the platform to quiet down and respect 
his right to speak. 


ANOTHER FACULTY member named 


Bob Shaw took the mike and pointed out 
that the community-at-large "hasn't 
bought my mind. I do not represent the 
community, I represent Bob Shaw. Your 
mind 
is still yours." The students 


jumped to their feet, giving him a stand- 
ing ovation. 


The American flag had wrapped itself 


half-way down the pole, pinned there by 
the wind, its field of stars showing to- 
ward the crowd. One of the student lead- 
ers said, "We've been here two hours, 
it's time to break up. Don't forget go 
clean up your litter." 


At the University of Chicago, students 


ransacked the Adlai Stevenson Institute 
for Foreign Affairs. At Harper, the stu- 
dents busied themselves cleaning up 
their litter from a memorial service. 


As the crowd dispersed, the group of 


students most active in the flag debate 
formed a committee to apologize to the 
administration spokesman for the rough 
treatment he had received during the 
question period. 


DEMONSTRATIONS HAD spread to 


nearly every campus in Illinois. At Har- 
per, the kids were playing Softball, hav- 
ing a catch, sitting in pairs on the grass, 
willing to apologize to an administration 
official for some of their ranks' shouting 
at him. 


At Harper there was still time. 


Abortion Murder? Where Is Line Drawn? 


As you have added your cry to those 


urging the legalization of abortion in Illi- 
nois, I must add mine in defense of the 
helpless child, and his inalienable right 
to live. 


Abortion reformers campaign for the 


relief of the anguish of a woman facing 
an unwanted pregnancy. What of the 
mental anguish of the woman who must 
later live with her guilt in the coopera- 
tion in the murder of her child? Let's not 
pretend we arc talking about a formless, 
lifeless mass of tissue House Bill 3377 
permits a licensed physician to termi- 
nate a pregnancy up to 20 weeks. 


Dr. Richard Jayncs. a diplomate of the 


American Board of Obstetrics and Gyne- 
cology, has stated, "By eight weeks, the 
fetus has a!) its organs, legs, arms, feet, 
hands, ears, and looks like a human 
being. It answers all the ordinary cri- 
teria for life. 


"FREQUENTLY. A three-month (12 


week) fetus removed from the uterus 
will struggle for life for as long as 2 or 3 
hours . . . At about five months (20 
weeks) or shortly after, the child is ca- 
pable of making feeble cries. They make 
them 
when they're being destroyed 


sometimes." 


For those who claim concern for the 


safety of the mother, Dr. Jaynes says, 
"An abortion is major surgery . . . Legal 
or illegal, statistics show it is definitely 
more dangerous than childbirth to the 
mother." 


Feminists who claim abortion reform 


as a victory for women might better di- 
rect their efforts toward medical aid, 
education, housing and aid to unmarried 
women and child care centers, so that 
pregnancy's only solution need not be 
abortion. Let them press for continued 


and increased medical research for safe, 
acceptable and effective means of birth 
control. 


If society imposes abortion to relieve 


the anguish of a mother's unwanted 
pregnancy, shall it proceed to relieve the 
anguished parents of a retarded or de- 


formed child? Of anguished children of 
senile and bed-ridden parents?

advertising." 


Levitt and Sons apartment complex, 


part of the three-section Sheffield devel- 
opment in Schaumburg, has been dubbed1 


Sheffield Village Board members told 
Levitt representatives that the name is 
misleading. 


Trustees asked that a new name be 


given the development, eliminating the 
word village. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Jack M. Siegel said 


the recorded plats calling the apartments 
Sheffield 
Village didn't have to be 


changed. "We're only worried about 
what s on the signs and in the ads," he 
said. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher said advertis- 


ing campaigns promoting the name of a 
subdivision are so successful that new 
residents are more likely to give the 
name of the subdivision, rather than that 
of Schaumburg, when asked where they 
live. 


"It would help if 'Schaumburg' were 


implanted more prominently in signs ad- 
vertising developments," Atcher said. 


The Levitt representatives indicated 


that they agreed with Schaumburg offi- 
cials "We were aware of Schaumburg 
and its fine reputation before we started 
this development," a spokesman said. 


Stray Animal Costs Increase 


The Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates 


Police Departments are faced with in- 
creasing costs for boarding stray ani- 
mals in the village. Presently, 
the 


Schnumburg department receives about 
15 stray animal calls per month. 


During the summer, the number of 


s t r a y s reported 
will double, said 


Schaumburg Chief Martin Conroy. 


Beginning today, the cost of boarding 


stray dogs and cats at the Golf-Rose ani- 
mal clinic will be increased from 80 
cents per night for each animal to $2 a 
night 


"Only a small percentage of owners — 


between 5 and 10 per cent — now claim 
animals," Conroy said. 


The village of Schaumburg keeps ani- 


mals for five days to see if they are 
claimed by their owner. However, Con- 
roy said he would ask Village Atty. Jack 
Siegel, to check revisions in state laws to 
determine if this claiming period might 
be reduced to three days. 


STRAY DOGS and cats picked up in 


the village are now kept for at least five 
days; and if they are not claimed by 
their woner, the animals are turned over 
to Cook County agencies, such as the An- 
imal Welfare League. 


According to Conroy, however, the 


Cook'County agencies do not alway pick 
up strays immediately following the five- 
day waiting period. Sometimes it's seven 
or eight days. Meanwhile, the village 
must pay board costs for animals. 


"The animal clinic has been losing 


money in boarding strays," Conroy ex- 
plained. "That's the reason for the in- 
crease " 


Under the village's animal ordinance, 


dogs in the village must be fenced m on 
the owner's property or else on a leash. 
All dogs must be licensed and have a 
rabies shot. 


Tickets for stray dogs are now issued 


in the village, but not for stray cats. 
Owners of strays may be fined $10. 


"According to a U. S. Supreme Court 


ruling of several years ago, it was ruled 
that a cat has no master," Conroy noted. 


ONE PROBLEM, according to Conroy, 


is that village residents acquire kittens 


and then tire of them as they grow up 
When they want to get rid of them, they 
call police and report them as strays 


"We have no way of knowing whether 


they're strays or not." said Conroy. 


The cost to the department for board- 


ing strays is now about $;00 a month. 


Police Chief John O'Connell in Hoff- 


man Estates suggested this week that 
kennel facilities be established at the 
new public works building to be errected

hall. O'Connell, too. is concerned about 
rising costs for housing stray animals 
The Hoffman Estates village board will 
take action to temporarily house stray 
animals themselves. 


$230,000 School Rent Payments Approved 


Schaumburg Township Dist 54 school 


board recently adopted a resolution to 
make rental payments to the Illinois 
School 
Building Commission totaling 


$230,000 for 1970-71. 


Long-term, interest-free loans have 


been obtained from the ISBC for three 
construction projects in the district in re- 
cent years. 


The three 21-room elementary schools 


now under construction in Dist. 54 — 
Armstrong. Aldrin, and Collins Schools 
— are being financed with a $1,777,000 
loan from the ISBC The principal of the 
loan will be repaid in 16 !i years. 


Illinois school districts can only qualify 


for loans from the ISBC when they have 
exhausted their bonding power. 


Dist 54 has qualified for ISBC loans in 


the past because of its rapid growth and 
demand for classrooms. 


"None of the 17 schools in the dis- 


trict are paid for," Asst. Supt. Ronald 
Ruble told parents at a recent board 
meeting 


ISBC classroom building loans have 


also been used in Dist. 54 for construct- 
ing Douglas 
MacArthur Elementary 


School in Hoffman Estates; Thomas Doo- 
ley Elementary School in Schaumburg; 
Nathan Hale Elementary School on Wise 
Road, and an addition at MacArthur. 
MacArthur was constructed in 1966. 


Dist 54 originally exhausted its bond- 


ing power in October 1968 when town- 
ship voters approved a $2.75 million con- 
struction program over three years, This 
program is now in its final stages. 


When the assessed valuation of the dis- 


trict rose to $145 million this year, addi- 
tional bonding power became available 
H o w e v e r , the elementary district 
recently sold $1,725,000 in bonds to again 
consume the district's bonding power. 


ILLINOIS SCHOOL districts are limit- 


ed to a bonding ceiling of 5 per cent of 
the district's assessed valuation. 


The first ISBC project in Dist. 54 was 


the construction of MacArthur in 1966. 


Hale School, which has 29 classrooms, 
was completed in the spring of 1969. 


The ISBC is a state agency created by 


the Illinois Legislature in 1957 to aid 
school districts that have exhausted their 
bonding power with the need for class- 
rooms. This agency has the authority to 
lend money, interest-free, to school dis- 
tricts for building classrooms. 


According to Dist. 54 school officials, 


those schools in the district not financed 
with ISBC loans were financed with 
bonds sold by the district. In the case 
where a school was originally given by a 
developer, Dist. 54 has since added a 
gymnasium or addition to the building. 


In this sense, then, no school building in 
the district is completely owned by Dist. 
54. 


DURING THE TIME a school district 


is making rental payments to the ISBC, 
the title to schools and school sites is 
held by the state agency. 


Dist. 54 voters approved a $70.000 rent 


levy in October 1968, an annual $30.000 
levy last September, and a $60,000 rent 
levy in 1966, and a $55,000 in 1967. 


"It's just like paying for your home." 


said Ruble. "The school buildings are 
usually financed over 15 to 20 years." 


Dist. 54 has grown from 970 pupils In 


1958 to 11,800 this year.

Roselle and Merge Rd 
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Crane Attacks Student Emotions 


by ED MURNANE 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. R-13th. a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history, 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia. 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


and Indiana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association Wednes- 
day that the decision to enter Cambodia 
"is very similar to a decision made by 
the United States in World War II to 
bomb oil fields used by the Germans, 
thereby bringing a faster end to the 
wur." 


He defended President Nixon's deci- 


sion as a "wise one" and said he has 
been telling college students "that the 


decision was made to make it possible 
for you not to have to fight in Southeast 
Asia." 


CHAXE SAID HIS Washington office 


has "been deluged by a vast number of 
students" and that he has initiated a 
serrs of daily seminars to discuss the 
Cambodia situr.tion with the students. 


"Many of them are telling me that 


they plan to work within the system and 
retire me from Congress in November," 
Crane said. 


"I think that shows there might be a 


silver lining to the protest we are wit- 
nessing," he said. "If it causes people to 
become involved in the normal ways and 
in the normal system, rather than burn- 
ing down libraries and ROTC buildings, 
then there may be some good to it." 


But Crane said he also has asked the 


students to respect his position, even if 


they don't agree with it. 


"I'VE TRIED TO TELL them that 


there's no reason to doubt the integrity 
of President Nixon and his decision -o 
enter Cambodia," Crane said. "He has 
led us in a steady withdrawal from Viet- 
nam, with 115,000 troops already home 
and a pledge that 150,000 more would be 
withdrawn by the end of the year." 


Crane said the President may have 


been wrong in his decision, "but the stu- 
dents better hope and pray that he's 
right, because his objective is to end the 
war quicker and prevent young people 
from going over there." 


He said young people do not fully un- 


derstand the involvement of the Soviet 
Union in Southeast Asia or in other areas 
of the world and he quoted extensive fi- 
gures and testimony of Defense Sec. Mel- 
vin Laird showing a massive Russian

arms buildup while the United States 
military might has declined. 


"Looking at the momentum of the So- 


viet Union in the arms race and then at 
our own decrease, we have to feel that a 
possible consequence is that the Soviet 
Union will call our bluff if there is a situ- 
ation of direct confrontation," Crane 
said. 


"Wa'd like to think that we're entering 


into an era of negotiations and I hope the 
strategic arms limitations talks pay off," 
he said. "But if they don't, and we don't 
do anything to improve our own situ- 
ation, we could be in very big trouble by 
the middle of this decade." 


CRANE DREW A MAP on the back of 


an envelope to show strategic areas of 
Cambodia and Vietnam and said the de- 
cision to enter Cambodia was calculated 
to achieve three objectives: To reduce 
American casualties, to shorten the war 
and to speed up President Nixon's Viet- 
namization program. 


"Our objective is not to boast of a 


massive kill-factor," he said. "Instead, 
we want to go in, destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out. 


"And 
we wanted to do it now, before 


the monsoon season sets in," he said. 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1, 
the date the President has estimated."

'Vetoed' Bill Gets Runaround 


A bill that would give municipalities in 


Cook County increased control over de- 
velopment of surrounding unincorporated 
areas has passed its first hurdle in its 
second trip through the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The bill, requested by the village of 


Wheeling and sponsored by State Rep. 
Eugene 
F. 
Schu'ckman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights, was passed this week by the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives. 


The bill now goes to the Illinois Senate 


where it will be handled by State Sen. 
John A. Graham, R-Barrington. 


The bill, an amendment to the Plats 


Act, was approved by the General As- 
sembly in the last session of the legisla- 
ture, but was vetoed by Illinois Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie because an error in 


wording would have reversed the intent 
of the law. 


A rewritten version of the bill was -e- 


submitted for the October legislative ses- 
sion by Schlickman after the bill was 
redrafted by Wheeling Village Atty. Paul 
H imer. 


THE PLATS ACT amendment is in- 


tended to amend state law so that any 
division of land into two or more parcels 
within IVfe miles of a municipality that 
has adopted an official map would have 
to be approved by that municipality's 
plan commission. 


The bill overrides an interpretation of 


the existing . law by the Cook County 
clerk which now allows large land devel- 
opers in unincorporated areas to dodge 
land use plans of nearby villages. 


Under present Illinois law, plan com- 


mission approval is needed only if land is 
divided into three or more parts. Be- 
cause of this, a developer can circum- 
vent plan commission approval by sell- 
ing off his land one parcel at a time. 


Such divisions of property, referred to 


as sales "by metes and bounds" as op- 
posed to a legal "subdivision" (dividing) 
of the land, will be prevented if the new 
bill is passed. 


Wheeling asked for the bill because a 


number of developments south of the vil- 
lage including the Lamplighter apart- 
ments on Wolf Road were built without 
approval of the village's plan commis- 
sion and in conflict with the village's fu- 
ture land use plan. 


Individual homeowners in rural unin- 


corporated areas in the county are ex- 
cluded from the bill, however, by a pro- 
vision which excludes single lots of less 
than one acre. 


THE BILL WOULD also give munici- 


palities greater control over placement 
of roads in nearby unincorporated areas. 


Although Ogilvie did not say in his veto 


message last August that he would have 
signed the bill if its intent had been 
clear. Schlickman said that the governor 
had "assured me of his support for the 
bill" 


The error which forced the veto of the 


first version of the bill was made by a 
part-time employe in the Legislative Ref- 
erence Bureau, Schlickman explained.

into an era of negotiations and I hope the 
strategic arms limitations talks pay off," 
he said. "But if they don't, and we don't 
do anything to improve our own s»'u- 
ation, we could be in very big troubl» '-^ 
the middle of this decade." 


CRANE DREW A MAP on the back of 


an envelope to show strategic areas of 
Cambodia and Vietnam and said the de- 
cision to enter Cambodia was calculated 
to achieve three objectives: To reduce 
American casualties, to shorten the war 
and to speed up President Nixon's Viet- 
namization program. 


"Our objective is not to boast of a 


massive kill-factor," he said "Instead, 
we want to go in, destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out. 


"And we wanted to do it now, before 


the monsoon season sets in," he said. 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1, 
the date the President has estimated."

Food Handling Law Passed 


Buffalo Grove food stores will soon hi1 


operating under a new food store and 
food service establishment ordinance ap- 
proved this week by the village hoard. 


The new ordinance- is the first to deal 


specifically with food hardline concerns 
in the village. However. according to 
Don Schindlrr. registered sanitarian who 
is the village's health inspector, the new 
ordinance will mean few drastic changes 
in most food stores' operations in the vil- 
lage. He noted last week. "Some of the 
establishments in Buffalo Grove are of 
much higher standards than others in 
communities where they have health or- 
dinances." 


The new ordinance specified that food 


store remodeling or construction will in- 
clude equipments that conforms with the 
ordinance. 1'lans for the new equipment 
are to he reviewed by the health in- 
spector before the equipment is installed.

The ditch is about one-fifth mile long. 


It runs southeasterly from behind the 
home of Eri Jonata.

Residents who live near the ditch have 


been trying to have the ditch corrected 
for almost a year. They maintain that 
the ditch, with its steep sides and muddy 
bottom, could easily trap a young child 
who fell into it.

representatives of the village, Levitt and 
Harold Friedman, the area's developer. 


Other work besides the installation of 


the culvert includes cleaning out a cul- 
vert at Checker Road and the repair and 
sodding of the ditch's sideslopes.

THE NEW ORDINANCE also calls for 


inspection of each food service estab- 
lishment once every six months, with 
provisions for as many additional in- 
spections as necessary. This represents 
no change in the inspections procedures 
now being carried on, according 
to 


Schindlcr. "I come around once a month 
to all food handling establishments in the 
village. I also check all other com- 
mercial establishments (not only ones 
that handle food) once every three 
months." 


Schindler said one purpose of the new 


ordinance would be to give the village 
specific authority to make those in- 
spections. Prior to the passage of the 
new ordinance, food handling estab-

A bill that would give municipalities in 


Cook County increased control over de- 
velopment of surrounding unincorporated 
areas has passed its first hurdle in its 
second trip through the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The bill, requested by the Village of 


Wheeling and sponsored by State Rep. 
Eugene 
F. 
Schlickman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights, was passed this week by the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives. 


The bill now goes to the Illinois Senate 


where it will be handled by State Sen. 
John A. Graham. R-Barrington. 


The bill, an amendment to the Plats 


Act, was approved by the General As- 
sembly in the last session of the legisla- 
ture, but was vetoed by Illinois Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie because an error in 
wording would have reversed the intent 
of the law. 


A rewritten version of the bill was -e- 


submitted for the October legislative ses- 
sion by Schlickman after the bill was 
redrafted by Wheeling Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer. 


THE PLATS ACT amendment is in- 


tended to amend state law so that any 
division of land into two or more parcels 
within I1-; miles of a municipality that 
has adopted an official map would have 
to be approved by that municipality's 
plan commission. 


The bill overrides an interpretation of 


the existing law by the Cook County 
clerk which now allows large land devel- 
opers in unincorporated areas to dodge 
land use plans of nearby villages.

as sales "by metes and bounds" as op- 
posed to a legal "subdivision" (dividing) 
of the land, will be prevented if the new 
bill is passed. 


Wheeling asked for the bill because a 


number of developments south of the vil- 
lage including the Lamplighter apart- 
ments on Wolf Road were built without 
approval of the village's plan commis- 
sion and in conflict with the village's fu- 
ture land use plan. 


Individual homeowners in rural unin- 


corporated areas in the county are ex- 
cluded from the bill, however, by a pro- 
vision which excludes single lots of less 
than one acre. 


THE BILL WOULD also give munici- 


palities greater control over placement 
of roads in nearby unincorporated areas. 


Although Ogilvie did not say in his veto 


message last August that he would have 
signed the bill if its intent had been 
clear, Schlickman said that the governor 
had "assured me of his support for the 
bill." 


The error which forced the veto of the 


first version of the bill was made by a 
part-time employe in the Legislative Ref- 
erence Bureau, Schlickman explained.

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Crane Attacks Student Emotions

U S Rep. Philip M Crane. R-13th a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


and Int'lana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association Wednes- 
day that the decision to enter Cambodia 
"is "ery irrilar to a decision made oy 
the United States in World War II to 
bomb ot! fields used by the Germans. 
thereby bringing a faster end to the 
war " 


He defended President Nixon's deci- 


sion as a "\Mbc one' and said he has 
been telling college students "that the 
decision was made to make it possible 
for you not to have to fight in Southeast 
Asia ' 


CRANE SMD HIS Washington office 


has "been deluged by a vast number of 
students" and that he has initiated a 
ierps of daily seminars to discuss the 
Cambodia Mturtion %vith the students 


"Many of them are telling me that 


they plan to work within the system and 
retire me from Congress in November," 
Crane said

to achieve three objectives: To reduce 
American casualties, to shorten the war 
and to speed up President Nixon's Viet- 
namization program. 


"Our objective is not to boast of a 


massive kill-factor," he said. "Instead, 
we want to go in, destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out. 


"And we wanted to do it now, before 


the monsoon season sets in," he said. 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1, 
the date the President has estimated."

The old saying "better late than nev- 


er" has a very special meaning to Mrs. 
Mildred Webber, a 59-year-old housewife 
from Mount Prospect. 


Even if it means 1,5 years lalo. 
Mrs. Webber had a lost wallet returned 


to her through the mail a few weeks ago, 
anonymously. 


But there is nothing special about that. 


Wallets are often returned to their own- 
ers anonymously. 


However, what makes this case rather 


unusual is the fact that Mrs. Webber lost 
her wallet 13 years ago, in the spring of 
1957. 


A few weeks ago, long a'ter she had 


forgotten about the wallet, someone had 
rolled it up in brown wrapping paper and 
sent it back to her in perfect condition, 
along with a brand new $5 bill tucked 
inside the coin purse. There was no re- 
turn address. 


MRS. WEBBER, who lives in an unin- 


corporated section of the village, at 421 
Bob-o-link in Prospect Meadows subdivi- 
sion, said when she received the wallet 
in the mail, she just couldn't believe it. 


"At first I thought it was something 


my husband had sent me from one of his 
business trips to San Francisco. It looked 
like his hand writing. 


"But when I opened it and saw it was 


a wallet I had lost a long time ago, I just 
couldn't believe it. I sat at my kitchen 
table and told myself over and over that 
it's impossible. But there it was." 


Mrs. Webber said she had lost the wal- 


let one Sunday night while eating dinner 
with her husband at Kruse's tavern in 
Mount Prospect. 


"We had been bowling and went there 


to eat dinner and someone sitting very 
close to us must have taken it. We looked 
and looked afterward, but never found it. 


"Then 13 years later it comes back to 


me with the proper postage and post- 
marked Mount Prospect. 


"I think whoever had it must have 


been living with a terribly guilty con- 
science for the past 13 years and decided 
to rectify their mistake by returning the 
wallet to me. That's just my opinion; I 
don't know that for a fact. 


"I DON'T KNOW how much money I 


had in it at the time either but it came 
back with a new $5 bill in it and I'm 
going to save that. I have a feeling it 
was taken by someone who knew me. I 
don't know why, but I just have a feel- 
ing. 


"We've lived in Mount Prospect for ?0 


years in the same house and I never 


heard of anything like this ever happen- 
ing before It's really unusual." she said 


Inside her wallet were all the old 


receipts, credit cards and other items 
she had lost, including seven pictures ol 
her children, a driver's license which ex 
pired in August of 1957, and tickets to a 
bowling banquet at Old Orchard Country 
Club which was held April 25. 1957. She 
and her husband never made it to that 
banquet. 


"I sure would like to know who had 


that wallet, but I don't suppose I'll e\er 
find out. I'm just gald to get it back, 
even if it is 13 years late. I still can't 
believe it. Can you imagine that?" she 
said. 


'Vetoed' Bill 
Gets Runaround 


Rumor Disclaimed 


through Arlington Heights Sunday as 
part of the American Legion's Ninth 
District Youth Parade. 


Hersey High School principal Roland 


Coins has disclaimed rumors that a stu- 
dent was "beaten up" by a faculty mem- 
ber Tuesday in an attempt to lower the 
American flag. 


"No student was beaten up and we 


have received no official complaint from 
the student nor his parents," said Coins. 


"The incident has been discussed with 


the faculty member and I feel he acted 
prudently, using as much restraint as 
p o s s i b l e under the circumstances," 
added Coins. 


THE FLAG LOWERING activities be- 


gan Monday when a group of students 
asked Coins to lower the flag to half staff 
in memory of four students killed at 
Kent State. 


At Coins suggestion, the students sub- 


mitted a petition, with 500 signatures to 
the Dist. 214 School Board. However, the 
board decided to defer action and let a 
committee discuss the entire question at 
a later date. 


Wednesday morning, about 30 students 


gathered aroung the flagpole and said 
they were going to lower the American 
flag, according to Assistant Principal 
Louis Schultz. 


The students were told they could not 


lower the flag, so returned to the build- 
ing to negotiate with Coins. 


"I have a great deal of respect for 


these kids. They were willing to discuss 
the issue face to face, and were not abu- 
sive," said Schultz. 


Coins compromised with the group, 


saying they could fly the Hersey banner 
at half mast under the American flag. 
However, the student body voted 1,722 to 
502 against the action. 


The negotiating group was then asked 


to return to their classes. Ten students 
refused, and were consequently sus- 
pended for three days, or until their par- 
ents returned to school with them. 


Thursday morning, six of the ten stu- 


dents were back in class. 


A bill that would give municipalities in 


Cook County increased control over de- 
velopment of surrounding unincorporated 
areas has passed its first hurdle in its 
second trip through the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The bill, requested by the village of 


Wheeling and sponsored by State Rep. 
Eugene 
F. 
Schlickman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights, was passed this week by the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives. 


The bill now goes to the Illinois Senate 


where it will be handled by State Sen. 
John A. Graham, R-Barrington. 


The bill, an amendment to the Plats 


Act. was approved by the General As- 
sembly in the last session of the legisla- 
ture, but was vetoed by Illinois Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie because an error in 
wording would have reversed the intent 
of the law. 


A rewritten version of the bill was ~e- 


submitted for the October legislative ses- 
sion by Schlickman after the bill was 
redrafted by Wheeling Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer. 


THE PLATS ACT amendment is in- 


tended to amend state law so that any 
division of land into two or more parcels 
within I'-z miles of a municipality that 
has adopted an official map would have 
to be approved by that municipality's 
plan commission. 


The bill overrides an interpretation of 


the existing law by the Cook County 
clerk which now allows large land devel- 
opers in unincorporated areas to dodge 
land use plans of nearby villages. 


Under present Illinois law, plan com- 


mission approval is needed only if land is 
divided into three or more parts. Be- 
cause of this, a developer can circum- 
vent plan commission approval by sell- 
ing off bis land one parcel at a time. 


Such divisions of property, referred to 


3s sales "by metes and bounds" as op- 
posed to a legal "subdhision" fdividing! 
of the land, will be prevented if the new 
bill is passed. 


Wheeling asked for the bill because a 


number of developments south of the vil- 
lage including the Lamplighter apart- 
ments on Wolf Road were built without 
approval of the village's plan commis- 
sion and in conflict with the village's fu- 
ture land use plan. 


Individual homeowners in rural unin- 


corporated areas in the county are ex- 
cluded from the bill, however, by a pro- 
vision which excludes single lots of less 
than one acre. 


THE BILL WOULD also give munici- 


palities greater control over placement 
of roads in nearby unincorporated areas. 


Although Ogilvie did not say in his veto 


message last August that he would have 
signed the bill if its intent had been 
clear. Schlickman said that the governor 
had "assured me of his support for the 
bill." 


The error which forced the veto of the 


first version of the bill was made by a 
part-time employe in the Legislative Ref- 
erence Bureau. Schlickman explained.

I've discovered a new way to use the 


resources at the Mount Prospect Public 
Library, that will appeal to readers and 
non-readers alike, and I actually came 
upon the idea by mistake. 


The library is a good place to spend a 


few hours a month just reading and 
browsing through all the magazines yc.M 
wish you could afford to subscribe to. 
One you'll particularly enjoy is "Chi- 
cago." a bi-monthly magazine that sells 
for $1 and tells you anything you want to 
know about living in and around our city 


One of its regular features is "Around 


Town," which includes a section on 
"award winning restaurants" as well as 
what they classify as "dining adventur- 
es." which includes restaurants that 
have not been singled out for awards, but 
which you may forever single out in your 
memory, 


My husband and I sat down one Satur- 


day afternoon and singled out a few of 
these for future meals, and over the next 
few months sampled "Chicago's" favor- 
ites. 


WE CHOSE "The Bakery" for a double 


anniversary celebration, and took both 
sets of our parents. No one was dis- 
appointed. This is a place to remember, 
because you'd never walk in on your 
own From the outside it looks about as 
inviting as an Indiana small-town "Lill's 
Grill." 


You couldn't wander in on your own 


anyway, as reservations must generally 
be made quite a few weeks in advance. 
Once you've eaten there, you'll know 
why 
Dinner is a five-course French, 


Hungarian, or Viennese style meal, with 
a fixed price Beef Wellington is a night- 
ly regular, and, incidentally, what all six 
of ordered because it was the first 
thing the waiter said wren giving the 
menu orally, and I think all of us lost 
him in his foreign accent after that. 


The interior is quite small, and gives 


the impression of having once been a pri- 
vate home ';x>rhapS it was). You may 
walk ti'-,/ugli part of the kitchen to reach 
your table. You may even sit in the 
kitchen. Service was exceptional. The 
chef came out of the kitchen near the 
ond of our meal to personally inquire if 
all diners were enjoying their meals. He 
made the rounds of each table, greeting 
us and thanking us all for coming 


THE NIGHT WE WERE there, there 


was a small Hungarian wedding recep- 
tion at one of the tables, and the bride 
kissed all the men in the restaurant be- 
fore she left, informing us that this was 
her country's custom, and what she 
would have done at a reception in her 
country with all of us as her guests. The 
night was not uneventful, as you can see. 


The only mistake we made was in tell- 


ing them we were an anniversary table. 
Because of this we all got anniversary 
cake for dessert, and missed out on the 


interesting looking pastries offered as 
part of the regular menu. Everyone 
should eat here at least once. 


The next award winner we sampled 


was "Biggs" on Dearborn. The waiter 
said he'd recite the menu orally because 
a written menu with the prices listed had 
been found to ruin people's appetites. 
Housed in a mansion will the 1870s look, 
this place had a similar menu to the 
Bakery's in that it contained about half a 
dozen 
specialties 
prepared 
for 
the 


evening. Again the service was great and 
the food exceptional. Dessert was follow- 
ed by a bowl of fresh fruit, a dish of 
European chocolates, and finger bowls. 
The entire meal was authentically conti- 
nental, and perhaps my favorite so far. 


"LA CHEMINEE" - a block away on 


Dearborn — is very French, with a hand- 
written menu. Dinners are also a flat 
fee, but there seems to be more charges 
for extras, and you could go hungry just 
ordering the entree. The service was fine 
and the atmosphere cozy. However, the 
prices seemed high for the food we got. 
Don't go there if you haven't been to ei- 
ther the Bakery or Biggs first. 


The last place we've tried on the 


award winning list was "Maxim's" in the 
basement of the Astor Tower Hotel, 
which is staffed and run by the same 
management as the one in Paris. Abso- 
lutely everything is individually priced, 
and high. Don't add up the bill as you 
order, and you'll love it. The food can't 
be surpassed and their Baked Alaska is a 
must for dessert. You'll enjoy Maxim's 
most if you have a specific occasion to 
celebrate and don't have to care about 
how much you are spending. 


"DINING ADVENTURES" is another 


category, and you have to be in the mood 
these nights to try something out of the 
ordinary. Here's where you'll find unusu- 
al Japanese, Chinese, Mexican, British, 
Czech, Italian, Creole, Grecian, Indian, 
and German restaurants. We have tried 
several from this category; but because 
of some of their unusual natures they are 
subject to a great variety of personal 
opinion and won't subject you to my 
own preferences and biases in this case. 


Some issues of "Chicago" have a chart 


of Chicago restaurants, with which you 
can easily find the price range, special- 
ties, hours, need for reservations, liquor 
availability and charge cards accepted. I 
think you'll find "Chicago" a fascinating 
magazine, and the Mount Prospect Pub- 
lic Library a much more satisfying place 
to select a restaurant from than the yel- 
low pages. They're open weekdays 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m., Saturdays 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
and Sundays 2 to 5 p.m. 


Incidentally, you might find some good 


ideas for those post graduation or prom 
dinners and celebrations in this maga- 
zine. It's almost that time of year again, 
when you'll be looking for somewhere 
special to go.

Mrs. Pointer had argued lhat 
Moats, because he was only 20 years old, 
and a Harper College student when he 
ran for election over a year ago, shojlcl 
not have been elected.

In- 
cluded in the audience were perhaps 15 
students, about 
10 administrators, a

anniversary celebration, and took both

No one was dis- 


appointed. This is a place to remember, 
because you'd never walk in on your 
own. From the outside it looks about as 
inviting as an Indiana small-town ''Lilt's 
Grill." 


You couldn't wander in on your own 


anyway, a^ reservations must generally 
be made quite a few weeks in advance 
Once you've eaten there, you'll know 
why. Dinner is a five-course French. 
Hungarian, or Viennese style meal, with 
a fixed price Beef Wellington is a night- 
ly regular, and. incidentally, what all six 
of ordered 
because it was the 
first 


thing the waiter said when giving the 
menu orally, and I think all of us lost 
him in his foreign accent after that. 


The interior is quite small, and gives 


the impression of having once been a pri- 
vate home (perhaps it was).

category, and you have to be in the mood 
these nights to try something out of the 
ordinary Here's where you'll find unusu- 
al Japanese, Chinese.

er" has a very special meaning to Mrs. 
Mildred Webber, a 59-year-old housewife 
from Mount Prospect. 


Even if it means 13 years late.

her wallet 13 years ago in the spring of

sion, said when she received the wallet 
in the mail, she just couldn't believe it.

apiwinted This is a place to remember, 
because you'd never walk in on your 
own. From the outside it looks about as 
inviting as an Indiana small-town "Lilt's 
Grill." 


You couldn't wander in on your own 


anyway, as reservations must generally 
be made quite a few weeks in advance 
Once you've eaten there, you'll know 
why. Dinner is a five-course French. 
Hungarian, or Viennese style meal, with 
a fixed price. Beef Wellington is a night- 
ly regular, and. incidentally, what all six 
of ordered because it was the first 
tiling the waiter said when giving the 
menu orally, and I think all of us lost 
him in ins foreign accent after that. 


The interior is quite small, and gives 


the impression of having once been a pri- 
vate home iperhaps it was).

Dearborn — is very French, with a hand- 
written menu, Dinners are also a flat 
fee. but there seems to be more charges 
for extras, ami you could go hungry just 
ordering the entree. The service was fine 
and the atmosphere cozy. However, the 
prices seemed high for the food we got. 
Don't go there if you haven't been to ci- 
ther the Bakery or Biggs first. 


The last place we've tried on the 


award winning list was "Maxim's" in the 
basement of the Astor Tower Hotel, 
which is staffed and run by the same 
management as the one in Paris. Abso- 
lutely everything is individually priced, 
and high Don't add up the bill as you 
order, and you'll love it. The food can't 
be surpassed and their Baked Alaska is a 
must for dessert You'll enjoy Maxim's 
most if you have a specific occasion to 
celebrate and don't have to care about 
how much you are spending. 


"DINING ADVENTURES" is another 


category, and you have to be in the mood 
these nights to try something out of the 
ordinary. Here's where you'll find unusu- 
al Japanese, Chinese. Mexican, British. 
Czech, Italian, Creole, Grecian, Indian, 
and German restaurants. We have tried 
several from this category; but because 
of some of their unusual natures they are 
subject to a great variety of personal 
opinion and won't subject you to my 
own preferences and biases in this case.

Under present Illinois law, plan com- 


mission approval is needed only if land is 
divided into three or more parts. Be- 
cause of this, a developer can circum- 
vent plan commission approval by sell- 
ing off his land one parcel at a time. 


Sucii divisions of property, referred to 


as sales "by metes and bounds" as op- 
posed to a legal "subdivision" (dividing' 
of the land, will be prevented if the new 
bill is passed. 


Wheeling asked for the bill because a 


number of developments south of the vil- 
lage including the Lamplighter apart- 
ments on Wolf Road were built without 
appro\al of the village's plan commis- 
sion and in conflict with the village's fu- 
ture land use plan. 


Individual homeowners in rural unin- 


corporated areas in the county are ex-

than one acre. 


THE BILL WOULD also give munici- 


palities greater control over placement 
of roads in nearby unincorporated areas.

board members, Mrs. Chester Pointer of 
Mount Prospect sharply criticized some 
of the college's recent actions. Specifi- 
cally, she singled out faculty disputes 
within the college, and the election of 
Lawrence Moats and Dr. Joseph Morton 
to the board. 


Moats then thanked the woman for 


voicing her criticsms. He stressed that 
he felt that he could play a "viable" role 
at Harper Mrs. Pointer had argued that 
Moats, because he was only 20 years old, 
and a Harper College student when he 
ran for election over :\ year ago, should 
not have been elected. 


Last night's meeting drew one of the 


largest audiences in (he past year. In- 
cluded in the audience were perhaps 15 
students, about 
10 administrators, a 


number of area residents and about 15 
faculty members who were there to ob- 
serve discussions of a possible tenure 
policy. 


Some of the principals involved in last 


week's flag lowering dispute were in at- 
tendance. Student body president Don 
Duffy stood in the back of the room. 


Duffy stated, after the opening re- 


marks by the trustees and Mrs. Pointer 
that he and other students came to the 
meeting to thank the board for last Sat- 
urday's action 'o allow the flag to be low- 
ered for a full seven days. 


Duffy stressed that he tried to repre- 


sent all of the students in his actions. He 
said that some of the remarks he made 
at i\ mass meeting Friday afternoon rep- 
resented his own personal opinion. 


The matter of concern to many of the 


persons present last night was a dispute 
of how long the college should lower to 
half-staff its American flag to honor four 
Kent State University students killed by 
National Guardsmen last week. The dis- 
pute was peaceful and did not lead to 
any form of violence, except rhetorical, 
at the Palatine community college.

The teachers in Dist. 57 are not happy 


with the school board. I know tins for a 
fact. 


What I'd like to know is how unhappy 


they are and what they're unhappy 
about. 


David Metzler, a member of the Mount 


Prospect Educational Association and 
chairman of the salary negotiation com- 
mittee, gave me a pretty good idea alwut 
how unhappy the teachers were in a tele- 
phone conversation the other day. 


"THERE 
IS MORE unrest 
among 


teachers now than at any time duirng the 
eight years I've been here." he said 


Metzler made it clear that he wasn't 


referring to the salary negotiations cur- 
rently going on between the MPEA and 
the school board. He said the teachers 
were upset that the board was not in- 
cluding them as a third party in the deci- 
sion-making process. 


Another teacher cornered me outside a 


recent school board meeting ami fer- 
vently attacked the board while remind- 
ing me she wished to remain anonymous. 


"They (school board members) never 


ask the teachers what they think," she 
said. "They never consult us. 


"There was an article in the paper 


saying that there's nothing wrong with 
the school board. Boy, a lot they know!" 


After I asked her what issues the 


teachers weie not consulted about she 
said, "everything." 


A DIST. 57 PRINCIPAL told me. "The 


teachers are really boiling, especially on 
the junior high level." 


Two issues about which the teachers 


have openly expressed discouragement 
are the extension of the morning hours 
for the primary school students and the 


summer school salaries. 


At the May 4 meeting of the school 


board approximately 40 parents 
and 


teachers applauded Metzler. who refused 
the board's summer school salary rec- 
ommendation adding that the board \\as 
showing "unprofessional conduct" to- 
w .irds the teachers. 


Metzler made his comments earlier in 


the meeting and stayed arounu past mid- 
niaht when, after an executive session, 
the board began to vote on the proposed 
summer school salary increase ef $25. 


Metzler called them out of order and. 


after a second executive session, the 
board threw the item back into negotia- 
tions. 


The 15 minute extension of the morning 


hours for primary school children also 
ruffled the teacher's feathers and tne 
board ruled that it would take up the 
matter at the May 18 meeting. 


Leo Floras said he would "be willing to 


right a possible wrong" but added lie 
"couldn't share the excitement over a 
mere 15 minutes " 


Metzler and the unidentified teacher 


both said the teachers should have been 
a third party in discussing the expanded 
morning and fe't the additional 15 min- 
utes would create a hardship on the stu- 
dents. 


Bl'T THE TEACHERS have been fum- 


ing long before the salary talks becan 
and tlie expanding school morning was 
brought up. The newspaper article that 
teacher was referring to was printed ear- 
ly in April 


There is something more on the teach- 


er--' minds and I would like to know 
about it More importantly. I think the 
school board and residents would also 
like to know what's going on.

"But when I opened it and saw it was 


a wallet I had lost a long time ago, I just 
couldn't believe it. I sat at my kitchen 
table and told myself over and over that 
it's impossible.

"We had been bowling and went there

"Then 13 years later it comes back to 


me with the proper postage and post- 
marked Mount Prospect. 


"I think whoever had1 it must have 


been living with a terribly guilty con- 
science for the past 13 years and decided 
to rectify their mistake by returning the 
wallet to me. That's just my opinion; I 
don't know that for a fact. 


"I DON'T KNOW how much money I 


had in it at the time either but it came 
back with a new $5 bill in it and I'm 
going to save that. I have a feeling it 
was taken by someone who knew me. I 
don't know why, but I just have a feel- 
ing. 


"We've lived in Mount Prospect for 20 


years in the same house and I never 
heard of anything like this ever happen- 
ing before. It's really unusual," she said. 


Inside her wallet were all the old 


receipts, credit cards and other items 
she had lost, including seven pictures of 
her children, a driver's license which ex- 
pired in August of 1957, and tickets to a 
bowling banquet at Old Orchard Country 
Club which was held April 25, 1957.

Demos See 'Racist' U.S. 


Almost BO percent 
of the 
Palatine 


Township Demociats who completed a 
political preference questionnaire at this 
month s meeting of the Regulai Demo- 
cratic Organization believe the tmted 
States is a racist society and that the 
nation must push harder for racial equal 
ity 


The results of the suive>, filled out by 


about 70 Democrats who attended the 
May 6 meeting, were revealed Thursday 
by Demociatic Committeeman Richard 
Mugalian 


Of 63 persons who answered the ques- 


tion on minorities, 49 or 77 per cent said 
the U S is a racist society 


Eleven per cent of the respondents 


took the opposite viewpoint and said 
blacks and other minorities have pushed 
too fast 


A THIRD CHOICE, indicating ' Prog- 


ress has been about right," was selected 
by 8 per cent while 3 per cent of the 
respondents picked none of the three 
choices 


When asked about the Vietnam War 50 


per cent oi the 64 persons who responded 
to the question indicated they would pre- 
fer immediate withdrawal of American 


troops fiom Vietnam 
Another 28 per 


cent said tbev favoied withdrawal of all 
troops by the end of this year 


Nine persons ot 14 pel cent said they 


prefer to follow President Nixon s Viet- 
namization plan and seven per cent said 
thev favor escalating the war to seek a 
militaty victory 


A question on dissent and 
protest 


showed slightly more than half of those 
answering believe the nation has been 
too rigid and intolerant to protest Elev- 
en per cent said the nation's attitude has 
been to permissive, while 23 per cent 
said it has been 'about right' 


Responses to other questions on the 


survey will be announced as they are 
tabulated, Mugalian said 


' We wanted a general idea as to what 


Palatine Township Democrats thought 
about the operation of their local organi- 
zation and how they felt about political 
issues and personalities " Mugalian said 
m explaining the purpose of the question- 
naire 


"WE ARE NOT interested in labels 


like 'liberal' or 'conservative,' " he 
added 
"And we believe further that 


'Democratic' and 'Republican' labels are 


less important than what the Democratic 
and Republican candidates stand for 


He said the organization is going to be 
an issue onented organization and will 


not demand members to follow a local 
paitv line

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Student: Government Isn't to Blame 


Cathy Parker of Palatine is currentlv 


a student at Macalestcr College in Min- 
nesota 


She was recently one of 25 representa- 


tives the Macalester student bodj sent to 
Washington DC 
to talk with senators 


and representatives about Cambodia and 
Kent State 


Upon returning from the capital she 


wrote her Impressions in the following 
letter which shV sent to her parents Mr 
and Mrs Robert Parker 


"I'll try to share what I experienced in 


that truly amazing world of Washington 
DC — although words can t come near 
to conveying it all 


"\Ve arrived at noon on Tuesday met 


at Sen McCarthy s office and talked with 
him What a tired defeated man Here 
aie some of the things he said 


"THF. RIGHT Of a president to de- 


clare war is an unclear constitutional is- 
sue but the Supreme Court would be 
hesitant to decide the issue The lan- 
guage Nixon and Agnew use ought to dis 
qualify them from office Cutting off mil 
itary appropriations is onlv on inter 
mediary step Congress can take to tell 
Nixon that he will accept defeat He said 
he was more or less on the sidelines and 


wasn t vcr> optimise He made a phone 
call to trv and get an appointment for us 
with Vice President Agnew — of course, 
nothing came of it 


• Some of us Illinois kids went to see 


Percy He was in Chicago so we saw his 
administrative assistant Milt Cohen He 
told us Peicy was definitely opposed to 
the invasion of Cambodia and resump- 
tion of bombing of North Vietnam 


\\e also got in to see Rep Crane for 


quite a while Crane said he favors the 
elimination of Cambodian 
sanctuaries 


It will permit \ietnamization to succeed 
He savs it s not an expansion but a con- 
tiaction of the war — arent words won- 
derful' Naturally, he said Kent State 
was a tragedy But he didn't know the 
immediate events surrounding the event 
He thinks there will be a significant re- 
action to this violence in that there will 
be a rev icvv of appropriations for educa- 
tion 


'The students are 'anti-intellectual, 


and democratic and psychopathic ' His 
handy definition of government in his 
little civic lesson for us is that it's 'or- 
ganized violence ,' Crane said that1" she 
wrote 


"I ASKED him (Crane) if he was go- 


ing to introduce a bill declaring war on 
Southeast Asia and he said, 'No but I m 
not ruling out the possibility ' 


Then we got all this stuff about Sov let 


Arms build-up and the ABM systems and 
the ICBM and Israel and the balance of 
power The U S defeat is not the issue — 
the communists are ' Crane said 


' Crane commends the President on his 


Cambodian decision and feels it's popu- 
lar with most Americans It is' 


The ne\t morning we went to the 


Pentagon \\e saw the Deputv Assistant 
Secretary of East Asian and Pacific Af- 
fairs He explained how Ni\on s Cam- 
bodian move is a finite operation aimed 
against materials, not men He said our 
victory in South Vietnam would be able 
to give that countrv the oppoitumtj to 
deteimme its own future HP said this is 
the only administration that has made 
any progress and that Nixon will get us 
out 


1 Note all the art work there (in the 


Pentagon) was pictures of planes and 
war action and bombs and fight scenes 


' LASTLY WE saw Brian Lamb, the 


administrative assistant of Sen Domin- 
ick of Colorado He really listened to us 
and wanted to know how the students 


feel I was really impressed with him 


I think my biggest realization while I 


was there was that the government is not 
to blame — the people there are 


I feel this is a cultural issue and the 


government technology and other stuff 
only reflects the obsolescence of a mani- 
fest destiny American — saviour of the 
world growth and progress oriented al- 
wavs waiting for the future America can 


never be defeated attitude 


I believe we must ree\ammc and 


think about our basic assumptions about 
the way we live — and iros* importdntlv 
about a proper environment 


I came back to Macalester College 


much less a rev olutionar> — violerce 
scares me — but more of an activist 


'I AM REALIZING the value of 


cliches like the value of education the

"At first I thought it was something 


my husband had sent me from one of his 
business trips to San Francisco. It looked 
like his hand writing. 


"But when I opened it and saw it was 


a wallet I had lost a long time ago, I just 
couldn't believe it. I sat at my kitchen 
table and told myself over and over that 
it's impossible. But there it was." 


Mrs. Webber said she had lost the wal- 


let one Sunday night while eating dinner 
with her husband at Kruse's tavern in 
Mount Prospect. 


"We had been bowling and went there 


to eat dinner and someone sitting very 
close to us must have taken it. We looked 
and looked afterward, but never found it. 


"Then 13 years later it comes back to 


me with the proper postage and post- 
marked Mount Prospect. 


"I think whoever had it must have 


been living with a terribly guilty con- 
science for the past 13 years and decided 
to rectify their mistake by returning the 
wallet to me. That's just my opinion; I 
don't know that for a fact. 


"I DON'T KNOW how much money I 


had in it at the time either but it came 
back with a new $5 bill in it and I'm 
going to save that. I have a feeling it 
was taken by someone who knew me. I 
don't know why, but I just have a feel- 
ing. 


"We've lived in Mount Prospect for 20 


years in the same house and I never 
heard of anything like this ever happen- 
ing before. It's really unusual," she said. 


Inside her wallet were all the old 


receipts, credit cards and other items 
she had lost, including seven pictures of 
her children, a driver's license which ex- 
pired in August of 1957, and tickets to a 
bowling banquet at Old Orchard Country 
Club which was held April 25, 1957. She 
and her husband never made it to that 
banquet. 


"I sure would like to know who had 


that wallet, but I don't suppose I'll ever 
find out. I'm just gald to get it back, 
even if it is 13 years late. I still can't 
believe it. Can you imagine that?" she 
said.

Crane Attacks Student Emotions 


by ED MURNANE 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th. a 


former history professor at two Midwes- 
tern universities, accused antiwar dem- 
onstrators of following their emotions, 
rather than an understanding of history, 
in opposing President Nixon's decision to 
use American troops in Cambodia. 


Crane, who taught history at Bradley 


;mtl Inc.'iana universities before running 
for Congress last year, told the North- 
west Suburban Bar Association Wednes- 
day that the decision to enter Cambodia 
"is "ery rimilar to a decision made oy 
the United States in World War II to 
bomb oil fields used by the Germans, 
thereby bringing a faster end to the 
war." 


He defended President Nixon's deci- 


sion as a "wise one" and said he has 


been telling college students "that the 
decision was made to make it possible 
for you not to have to fight in Southeast 
Asia." 


CRANK SAID HIS Washington office 


has "been deluged by a vast number of 
students" and that he has initiated a 
series of daily seminars to discuss '.he 
Cambodia situr.tion with the students. 


"Many of them arc telling me that 


they plan to work within the system and 
retire me from Congress in November," 
Crane said. 


"I think that shows there might be a 


silver lining to the protest we are wit- 
nessing," he said. "If it causes people 1.0 
become involved in the normal ways and 
in the normal system, rather than burn- 
ing down libraries and ROTC buildings, 
then there may be some good to it." 


But Crane said he also has asked the 


students to respect his position, even if 
they don't agree with it. 


"I'VE TRIED TO TELL them that 


there's no reason to doubt the integrity 
of President Nixon and his decision to 
enter Cambodi"," Crane said. "He has 
led us in a steady withdrawal from Viet- 
nam, with 115,000 troops already home 
and a pledge that 150,000 more would be 
withdrawn by the end of the year." 


Crane said the President may have 


been wrong in his decision, "but the stu- 
dents better hope and pray that he's 
right, because his objective is to end the 
war quicker and prevent young people 
from going over there," 


He said young people do not fully un- 


derstand the involvement of the Soviet 
Union in Southeast Asia or in other areas 
of the world and he quoted extensive fi-

"Instead, 
we want to go iii, destroy the capacity of 
the enemy to use Cambodia as a staging 
area for Vietnam attacks, and then get 
out. 


"And we wanted to do it now. before 


the monsoon season sets in," he said. 
"There is no reason to doubt that our 
troops will be out of Cambodia by July 1, 
the date the President has estimated."

Creek Watershed program in Cook Coun- 
ty will be completed in August and sub- 
mitted to Congress at its next session.

The $28.8 million project is designed to 


alleviate flooding conditions in the Salt 
Creek watershed and maintain soil con- 
servation through a system of reservoirs 
and wa'er channels. 


RESERVOIRS, which can be used for 


recreational purposes 
as 
well, 
are 


planned for areas at Illinois and Quentin 
Road in Palatine, west of the Reseda 
West subdivision in Palatine, south of 
Winston Park in Palatine, Busse Woods 
in Elk Grove and on both sides of Algon- 
quin Road near Harper College. 


Local oficials also heard an appeal 


from Lee Bridgman of the conservation 
service to enact legislation to help pro- 
vide "the protection for the watershed 
that we need." 


Specifically, he asked for municipal- 


ities to require subdivision builders to 
build debris basins or flood channels dur- 
ing construction which would help con- 
trol soil erosion during subdivision con- 
struction. 


Bridgman presented figures which he 


said showed that the watershed area has 
changed from open land to urban uses in 
an 18-month period beginning in August. 
1968. 


THE 
EROSION problem, he sail!. 


would continue to get worse as more and 
more land is developed. 


Palatine Village Pres. John L. Moodie 


said that Bridgman's ideas were good, 
but he (Moodie) doubted if the munici- 
palities "have the legal means of accom- 
plishing them." 


Most of the problems. Moodie charged, 


occurred in areas being developed in 
unincorporated parts of Cook County. 


The county, he said, grants building 


permits for projects that contain double 
or triple tiie density villages and :he vill- 
age has no control over them. 


Conservation officials also said they 


planned to curtail much of the originally 
scheduled 27 miles of channeling work. 
This part of the flood control program, 
they said, could be handled by the reser- 
voirs. 


Although the speciifc channeling pro- 


gram has not been designed it will take 
place in areas south of Illinois Street in 
Palatine, in the southeast part of Rollins 
Meadows and in the eastern parts of 
Hoffman Estates and Sehaumburg. 


Demos See 'Racist' U.S. 


Almost 80 percent of the Palatine 


Township Democrats who completed a 
political preference questionnaire at this 
month's meeting of the Regular Demo- 
cratic Organization believe the United 
States is a racist society and that the 
nation must push harder for racial equal- 
ity. 


The results of the survey, filled out by 


about 70 Democrats who attended the 
May 6 meeting, were revealed Thursday 
by Democratic Committeeman Richard 
Mugalian. 


Of 63 persons who answered the ques- 


tion on minorities, 49, or 77 per cent, said 
the U. S. is a racist society. 


Eleven per cent of the 
respondents 


took the opposite viewpoint and said 
blacks and other minorities have pushed 
too fast. 


A THIRD CHOICE, indicating, "Prog- 


ress has been about right," was selected 
by 8 per cent while 3 per cent of the 
respondents picket none of the three 
choices. 


When asked ale'it *.'.••. Vietnam War, 50 


per cent of the 64 persons who responded 
to the question indicated they would pre- 
fer immediate withdrawal of American 


troops from Vietnam. Another 28 per 
cent said they favored withdrawal of all 
troops by the end of this year. 


Nine persons, or 14 per cent, said they 


prefer to follow President Nixon's Vict- 
namization plan and seven per cent said 
they favor escalating the war to seek a 
military victory. 


A question on dissent and 
protest 


showed slightly more than half of those 
answering believe the nation has been 
too rigid and intolerant to protest. Elev- 
en per cent said the nation's attitude has 
been to permissive, while 23 per cent 
said it has been "about right." 


Responses to other questions on the 


survey will be announced as they are 
tabulated, Mugalian said. 


'•We wanted a general idea as to what 


Palatine Township Democrats thought 
about the operation of their local organi- 
zation and how they felt about political 
issues and personalities," Mugalian said 
in explaining the purpose of the question- 
naire. 


"WE ARE NOT interested in labels 


like 'liberal' or 'conservative,' " he 
added. "And we believe further that 
'Democratic' and 'Republican' labels are 


less important than what the Democratic 
and Republican candidates stand for." 


He said the organization is going to be 


"an issue oriented" organization and will 
not demand members to follow a local 
party line. 


Mugalian said he thinks the first re- 


sults of the poll show that Democrats 
who attend the meeting represent a wide 
spectrum.

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Student: Government Isn't to Blame 


Cathy Parker of Palatine is currently 


a student at Macalester College in Min- 
nesota. 


She was recently one of 23 representa- 


tives the Macalester student body sent to 
Washington. D.C.. to talk with senators 
and representatives about Cambccliu and 
Kent State. 


Upon returning from the capital, she 


wrote her impressions in the following 
letter which she sent to her parents. Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Parker. 


"''II try to share what I experienced in 


that truly amazing world of Washington. 
D.C. 
— although words can't cotre near 


to convey ing it all. 


"We arrived at noon on Tuesday, met 


at Sen. McCarthy's office and talked with 
him. What a tired, defeated man. Here 
are some of the things he said: 


"THE 
RIGHT OF a president to de- 


clare war is an unclear constitutional is- 
sue, but the Supreme Court would be 
hesitant to decide the issue. The lan- 
guage Nixon and Agnew use ought to dis- 
qualify them from office. Cutting off mil- 
itary appropriations is only an 
inter- 


mediary step Congress can take to tell 
Nixon that he will accept defeat. He said 
he was more or less on the sidelines and 


wasn't very optimistic. He made a phone 
call to try and get an appointment for us 
with Vice President Agnevv — of course, 
nothing came of it. 


"Some of us Illinois kids went to see 


Percy. He was in Chicago, so we saw his 
administrative assistant Milt Cohen. He 
told us Percy was definitely opposed to 
the invasion of Cambodia and resump- 
tion of bombing of North Vietnam. 


"We also got in to see Rep. Crane for 


quite a while. Crane said he favors the 
elimination of Cambodian sanctuaries. 
!t will permit Victnamization to succeed. 
He says it's not an expansion, but a con- 
faction of the war — arent' words won- 
derful? Naturally, he said Kent State 
was a tragedy. But he didn't know the 
immettiate events surrounding the event. 
He thinks there will be a significant re- 
action to this violence in that there will 
be a review of appropriations for educa- 
tion. 


"The 
students are 'anti-intellectual, 


anti-democratic, and psychopathic.' His 
handy definition of government, in his 
little civic lesson for us is that it's 'or- 
ganized violence'," Crane said that!" she 
wrote. 


"I ASKED him (Crane) >f he was go- 


ing to introduce a bill declaring war on 
Southeast Asia and he said. 'No, but I'm 
not ruling out the possibility.' 


"Then we got all this stuff about Soviet 


Arms build-up and the ABM systems and 
the ICBM and Israel and the balance of 
power. The U.S. defeat is not the issue — 
the communists are," Crane said. 


"Crane commends the President on his 


Cambodian decision and feels it's popu- 
lar with most Americans. It is? 


"The next morning we went to the 


Pentagon. We saw the Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of East Asian and Pacific Af- 
fairs. He explained how Nixon's Cam- 
bodian move is a finite operation aimed 
against materials, not men. He said our 
victory in South Vietnam would be able 
to give that country the opportunity to 
determine its own future. He said this is 
the only administration that has made 
any progress and that Nixon will get us 
out. 


"Note: all the art work there (in the 


Pentagon) was pictures of planes and 
war action and bombs and fight scenes. 


"LASTLY WE saw Brian Lamb, the 


administrative assistant of Sen. Domin- 
ick of Colorado. He really listened to us 
and wanted to know how the students 


feel. I was really impressed with him. 


'•I think my biggest realization while I 


was there was that the government is not 
to blame — the people there are. 


I feel this is a cultural issue, and the 


government, technology and other stuff 
only reflects the obsolescence of a mani- 
fest destiny. American — saviour of the 
world, growth and progress oriented, al- 
ways waiting for the future, America can 


never be defeated attitude. 


"I believe we must re-examine and 


think about our basic assumptions about 
the way we live — and most importantly 
about a proper environmen'. 


"I came back to Macalester College 


much less a revolutionary — violence 
scares me — but more of an activist. 


"I 
AM REALIZING the value of 


cliches like, the value of education, the 


lessons of history, and the need for com- 
munication between people. 


"I don't think this is a very good time 


to sit around quietly. I am beginning to 
realize my citizen's responsibility of at 
least informing my representatives. 


"I just cannot perpetuate violence, nor 


can I sit back and passively allow it. I'll 
be talking to a lot of kids here during the 
next few davs."

Fire Insurance 
Rates To Decline 


Rolling Meadows now has a Class Five 


fire district, which will lower fire insur- 
ance rates for industrial and commercial 
buildings in the city. 


After a two-day inspection of the fire 


district and the city water department, 
the Illinois Rating and Inspection Bureau 
upgraded the rating from a Class Six to 
a Class Five. 


Homeowners don't benefit from the 


rating improvement, Fire Chief Thomas 
Fogarty said, except perhaps if homes 
are built predominantly of brick. "Home- 
owners might benefit at a Class Four or 
Three level, or moving from a seven to a 
six, but not a six to five." 


THE 
ILLINOIS 
RATING 
and 
In- 


spection Bureau is financed by insurance 
companies. Investigations are made by 
fire protection engineers. 


The Class Five rating was effective 


May 1. "This rating means we have be- 
tween 2,000 and 2.500 deficiencies in the 
ares checked,'' Fogarty said. 


Deficiency points are judged in six dif- 


ferent areas. The water department ac- 
counts for 34 per cent of the rating, fire 
department for 30 per cent, structural 
conditions of buildings in the district, 14 
per cent; alarm system in fire depart- 
'ment, 11 per cent; fire prevention bu- 
reau, 7 per cent and building and zoning 
department, 4 per cent. 


"I don't know how close we are to 2.000 


deficiencies, but I want to find out where 
we can make improvement in the next 
couple of years," Fogarty said. 


EACH FIHE DISTRICT must be in- 


spected and rated at least every 10 
years, though the fire marshal or mayor 
can request an inspection. Rolling Mead- 
ows has not been inspected for 10 years. 


Factors which have contributed to the
